THE CULTIVATION OF THE CAS- 
TOR BEAN. 


The article on the castor oil indus- 
try in our issue of October 24th, has 
excited a good deal of comment and 
brought out some correspondence in- 
eluding a letter from a reader of the 
REPORTER at Charleston, 8. C., who 
after commenting on the statement 
that an importer had paid on one in- 
voice of beans, exclusive of their mar- 
ket value, one hundred thousand dol- 
lars in duty and freight, propounds the 
following questions : 

“Will you kindly inform me what the beans 
usually cost per bushe] at port ot shipment 
and how much they weigh, or if you cannot 
eonveniently ascertain this then let me know 
the usual market value in New York. The 
easter plant grows luxuriously even without 
¢ultivation, in the South Atlantic States and 
it occurs to me that its cultivation may be 
made a rentunerative diversification of our 
products, especially on. our seacoast where 
greater variety is so much needed to promote 
the prosperity of our agriculturists. If it can 
be profitably grown, benefit must accrue to 
the whole country irom keeping the money 
at-home, which now goes abroad to pay for 
this article. If you know or can easily get the 
information, I would thank you to let me 
know the average annual importation of 
thése beans‘into the United States, also, the 
average produé¢tion per aere in bushels where 
they are grown, aud any other information 
you may have concerning their production 
and preparation for market which you may 
think likely to promote the object men- 
tioned.” F 

: We regret that: we can offer no en- 
couragement to our correspondent or 
others who niay contemplate the es- 
tablishmect of castor plantations in 
the South, or elsewhere. We will en- 
deavor, however, to answer the ques- 
tions presented, and thus explain the 
reasons why the cultivation of the 
castor plant outside of those sections 
in which it-is now raised, does not pre- 
sent the allurements for agriculturists 
which our correspondent thinks he 
sees in it. 

The price of East India castor beans 
varies so much in the primary market 
that it is difficult if not impossible to 
state what is a fair. market value. 
Some of the manufacturers of oil could 
enlighten him on this point, but as 
they only import the foreign beans oc- 
casionally, when prices for the domes- 
tic are exceptionally. high or the sup- 
ply islight, or some other reasons: im- 
pel them to seek stock in a foreign 
market, the answer may not be alto- 
gether satisfactory. The average pro- 
duction of castor beans in the United 
States, as we believe we stated ona 
previous Occasion, is an unknown 
quantity. . The capabilities of the dis- 
tricts in which the cultivation of the 
castor plant is made a business are 
practically limitless; certainly in most 
seasons the production exceeds the de- 
mand by very many bushels. . We 
have no statistics at hand to show the 
annual importation of the East India 
beans into the United States, but we 

‘can safely .say. that the quantity im- 


ported bears a very . insignificant rela- 


tion to the total’ quantity of castor 
beans cénsumed... © 2. ’ 


We can appreciate our correspond-. 


ent’s desire to diversify the agricultural 
products of the’ country and would be 
only too well pleased to second ‘his ef- 
forts in this direction,, but we are re- 
luctantly compelled to admit that the 
proposed field is barren. -The capabil- 
ities of the South for producing castor 
beans in profusion has long been recog- 
nized by those most interested parties, 
the manufacturers of castor oil, and in 
years past efforts have been ‘made to 
secure whatever advantages there 
might bein this fact to the Eastern 
manufacturers. We are informed that 
one firmin this city even ‘wert so far 
as to supply seed to planters and fur- 
nish them with bags in which to ship 
the harvest crop North and this policy 
was pursued for-several seasons, the re- 
sult being the loss of the seed and 
bags and nothing to show for the out- 
lay of time and money. This need not 
be taken asa reflection upon the in- 
tegrity of the Southern planters; it 
simply shows that there was nothing 
in the business for them, nor for the 
oil manufacturers either. The latter 
have fallen back on Western sources 
for supplies, and when those for any 
reason have failed, they imported 
beans to keep them going until the 
next auspicious season. 

To sum up the matter, the business 
of manufacturing castor oil is not a 
particularly attractive one compared 
with what it was a comparatively few 
years ago. Then the product entered 
quite largely into a variety of uses, 
_and as the business was in the hands 
of a few manufacturers it paid a good 
profit. Now its field of usefulness is 
limited, other oils, notably those de- 
rived from ‘petroleum,. having sup- 
planted it for many purposes, and the 
manufacturing capacity of the country 
is far in excess of the requirements of 
consumption. We have it on good 
authority that any one of two 
or three manufacturing _ firms 
have the facilities and sufficient 
capacity to supply the entire 
needs: of the country without any 
assistance from the remaining five or 
six concerns that are struggling to 
make a living out of the business. We 
believe that our correspondent -will 
agree that there is little prospect of 
the successful introduction of the cul- 
tivation of the castor plant in the 
South.

RAILROAD OIL SUPPLIES. 


It is becoming almost universal with 
railroads to have a chemist, and under 
his charge a laboratory in which lubri- 
cating oils are subjected to tests of 
quality. For many years it has been 
the custom to buy lubricating and il- 
luminating oils without any standard 
of quality, and to accept or reject 
them upon the opinion or whim, and 
in many instances the ignorance, of 
the oiler or some person in charge of 
the oil house, whose knowledge of 
what constitutes a good lubricant was 
as limited as to the proper way in 
which to manage the road. The sys- 
tem of employing chemists may be a 
step in the right direction, but it has 
serious drawbacks as the men of sci- 
ence have no practical experience and 
their opinions are based on theoretical 
knowledge alone which causes annoy- 
ance to both seller and consumer. 
Their specifications of requirements 
are almost impossible to observe,and in 


many cases are entirely foreign to the’ 


best qualities of the oil. For instance, 
we saw the other day a list of specifica- 


tions which stated that the oil must be | 
‘280 flash, and then said it must also 


have a 400 fire test. As a matter of 
fact, if it did not burn under 500° it 
would be so much the better lubricant. 
But when these’ chemists, through in- 
terchange of views, and from inter- 
course with practical oil manufactur- 
ers, perfect their knowledge, it will be

ably the only. supply, of all that the 
railroads. ‘purchase, that has * beg 
bought practically without any known 
standard of quality. .

TRADE-MARK. PROTECTION. 
That a trade-mark law has existence 
is apparent from the fact that a regis- 
tration fee of $25-is exacted by‘ the 
government, and for what’ soon be- 
comes equally apparent that it is 
merely for the privilege of having the 
device or trade-mark so placed op 
record, the law as a protection to the 
persons. paying the registration fe. 
proving a delusion and a snare. The 
possessor of a_ registered trade-mark 
who, feeling secure in his proprigtary 
right, seeks the protection he thinks 
the law affords him, soon discovers 
that the registration fee has beep 
thrown away when he attempts to 
enforce his rights by resort to the 
courts. Under the existing law. 
trade-mark used in foreign or Indian 
commerce.is supposed to receive some 
protection, but there the protection 
énds. The use of tradé-marks and 
brands has increased enormously dur- 
ing the past few years and extends to 
nearly all classes of merchandise, and 
the belief that such marks and brand 
designations are a guarantee of ‘the 
quality of the articles to which they 
are attached has become well nigh 
universal. 
forded to the owners of trade-marks, 
this faith in their indicatién of merit 
must sooner or later give way td a 
suspicion that. articles so designated 
are not better than others, and that 
the marks are merely attached to de- 
ceive the purchaser. The purpose of 
a trade-mark is to designate ar article 
as distinct from similar articles not so 
marked, and is an assurance’ by the 
manufacturer that all articles bearing 
the mark are,.of uniform value and 
quality. The very guarantee ‘which 
the trade-mark is supposed to carry 
makes it a tempting devicé to the un- 
scrupulous manufacturer or dealer, by 
which he hepes to be able to market 
an inferior or imitation article, It is 
therefore important that the owner of 
a trade-mark should receive ample 
protection. The . registration of 4 
trade-mark or brand should secure to 
the owner the full protection in his 
proprietary right to exclusive use that 
is popularly supposed to’ be accorded 
to the owner of a patent. The inade- 
quacy of the present law has of late 
been frequently urged, but no decisive 
steps have been taken to bring about 
areform. The Commissioner of Pat- 
ents, in his last annual report to Con- 


gress, advocated the enactment of 4. 


national trade-mark law, for the negis- 
tration and protection of the ier 
‘chandise marks used in interstate 
conimerce, and the prominenge thus 
giyen the subject has encouraged the 
New York Board of Trade and ‘Trans- 
portation to move in the matter. At

The Treasury Department has held that 
“sanguin,” extracted from berries and in- 
tended for use as a dyestuff, is dutiable at 10 
per cent, ad valorem, as assimilating an ex- 
tract of dye woods, and not at 35 per cent., as 
coal tar color, or at 20 per cent. as a non-enum- 
erated article. It has also decided that a seal 
ring imported by Bishop Leonard, of Nevada, 
for religious purposes in connection with his 
episcopal office, may be admitted free of 
duty. 


The Treasury Department has issued a cir- 
cular reciting the enactment of the law ex- 
tending the operations of the act relating to 
the production of fruit brandy sco as to include 
brandy distilled from apples or peaches. To 
carry out the provisions of the act the Depart- 
ment gives notice that. special bonded ware- 
houses may now be established for the storage 
of such brandies, and that the brandies may 
be treated under the same regulations as oth- 
er fruit brandies. 


The president of the Keystone Chemical 
Company, of Philadelphia, says that the com- 
pany will be put in the hands of a receiver, a 
loan of $25,000 having been called. The works 
of the company are in South Camden, where 
it manufactured concentrates, ‘phosphates, 
boiler compound, soap, aluminate of soda, etc. 
It was incorporated in the spring of 1885, and 
claimed a capital of $100,000. John J. Dunne 
was president and Hamilton Disstonp vice- 
president. . 


The successful floating of the Salt Union has 
given a great impetus to the trade in Cheshire, 
Eng. ‘The ruinous prices and the lethargic 
trade of the past few years are entirely things 
of the pase, and the orders are pouring in so 
rapidly from all parts of the world, merchants 
and dealers being anxious doubtless to place 
their contracts before prices further advance, 
that some of the larger works are, for the first 
time for years, working night and day, and the 
shipments for October were the heaviest on 
record. ||

The accumulation of coal dust or culm in 
the anthracite coal region which has hereto- 
fore been of questionable yalue is, according 
to Col. J. A. Price, of Scranton, useful as a 
fertilizer. He gives chemical reasons for his 
theories, and these show Clearly that if a small’ 
quantity of pulverized anthracite is mixed 
judiciously with light colored soil devoid of 
the richness 0 essential to plant life, its value 
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as productive ground will be greatly enhanc- 
ed, A third method of utilizing the dust is to 
convert it into fuel gas, which will take the 
place of lump coal. 


Under the direction of William B. Coggs- 
well, General Manager of the Solvay Process 
Works, wells have been sunk in five different 
localities with the expectation of reaching a 
bed of rock salt in the upper part of the On- 
ondaga Valley, about seventeen miles south- 
ward from the city of Syracuse, and these 
efforts have been rewarded with complete 
success. The fourth test boring reached a bed 
of rock salt forty-five feet in thickness, and 
the tifth now being sunk is expected to reach 
the same bed at a less depth, which in the 
former case was 1,200 feet. It is intended to 
convert this rock salt into saturated brine and 
pipe it to Syracuse to the works. 


We are in receipt of a 300-page 12-mo. vol- 
ume on soap and candles, it being one of a se- 
ries of technological handbooks issued by P. 
Blakiston, Son & Co., Philadelphia. In his 
preface the editor says “the articles in Cool- 
ey’s Cyclopedia have been added to from va- 
rious scattered sources, so as to present, in as 
small a compass as possible, information 
which, it is hoped, may be found useful to 
technological students and others interested 
in the industries described.” The editor has 
been successful in bringing together in con- 
venient form much useful information on 
these subjects which will, no doubt, be appre- 
ciated.

The Hale Aspbaltum Mining Company has 
been organized in Colorado for the purpose of 
working asphaltum bedsin Emery and Utah 
counties. The capital stock is placed at $100,- 
000. The incorporators are E. C. Hale, A. A. 
Miller, T. R. Thatcher, Joseph Crosby, G. M. 
Johnson, Dan. P. Stetzelburger, John O’ Boyle, 
Edwin Shaw and William Foster, of Pueblo. 
The claims cover a thousand acres. Several 
kinds of material are found. The most abund- 
ant is a sand rock saturated with asphalt and 
petroleum, but the most valuable is the as- 
phalt which bubbles out of the springs in the 
bed of sand rock. 


» The committee appointed at the St. Louis 
meeting of wholesale druggists to wait upon 
Messrs. J. D. Park & Sons and endeavor to ob- 
tain their co-operation on the contract system, 
reports to Chairman Kelly that its mission was 
fruitless, as the firm intends to continue 
its opposition and open defiance of all pro- 
prietors who have adopted the rebate plan. 
As a retaliatory measiire Mr. Kelly re- 
commends the following course. “It is 
manifest to all proprietors who have 
adopted this system, that for its continuance 
and the proper protection of those who are 
honestly obserying their contracts, supplies of 
their goods should be refused to any firm who 
will deliberately and wilfully violate their 
contracts, and who decline to assist proprie- 
tors in their efforts to maintain uniform sell- 
ing prices. Not only should the orders of 
such firms be deciined, but orders of all part- 
ies who furnish contract goods to firms thus 
refused by proprietors, This is absolutely es- 
sential to the plan.” 





‘PETROLEUM NOTES. 


A natural gas war seems imminent at Lo- 
gansport, Ind. 

At Florence, Qal., Nov.1, the United Oil Co.'s 
refining works were burned. Loss, $10,000, 


The London Oil Storage Company have de- 
clared an interim dividend of 3s per share, 
payable October 31. 


Reports from St. Catherines, Ont., state that 
the Thorold gas well, in that province, has 
reached a depth of 2,025 feet. Gas is expected 
at a depth of from 2,300 to 2,400 feet. 


Rapid City, Dak., is suggesting that a com- 
pany be formed to put down a well to a depth 
of 1,000 feet to determine whether coal, oil, 
natural was or artesian water may be found in 
the vicinity. 

The new territory at Murdochsville, eight 
miles from Burgettstown on the Pan Handle 
railroad is alao showing up well. The last well 
put down is doing 25 barrels and two others 
are being put down. 

It was on Monday reported that the Chinese 
Government had placed a boycott on petro- 
leum in retaliation against the Scott Exclu- 
sion bill, This statement created considerable 
comment on the Petroleum Exchange. 

The discovery and utilization of natural gas 
have proved a powerful stimulus to the man- 
ufacture of iron pipes and tubes in this coun- 
try. Thereafe now 2,300 miles of mainé in the 
United States for conveying natural gas. 


The six wells drilling for the Philadelphia 
Gas Company in the Murraysville and Grape- 








ville fields, Pa., by the Enterprise Drilling 
Company were shut down on the lst inst. The 
shut down was occasioned by a strike of the 
drillers. 


The monotony of a dull day on the stock 
end of the Petroleum Exchange was on Mon- 
day enlivened by what at one time promised 
to end in a lively scrimmage over a disputed 
sale of stock. Peacemakers prevented actual 
hostilities. 


Already many stevedores who were pro- 
ficient in loading barrels and cases of petro- 
leum have been forced to quit the business 
and others will soon have to follow their ex- 
ample, as fully one-third of the oil now sent 
abroad goes out in bulk and is refined in Eu- 
rope. 

The agents of the tank vessels will not ad. 
mit that it is cheaper to carry oil in bulk, but 
the fact that new steamers are being con- 
stantly built for the trade is sufficient to show 
that there is a profit to the owners of these 
ocean carriers. There are now on the stocks 
in English ship-yards a number of these iron 
steamships intended for the bulk oil carrying 
trade. 


The Caspian announces that the naphtha 
merchants are thinking of asking for the con- 
struction of a second line on the Trans-Cauca- 
sus Railway, for the prohibition of foreigners 
from buying or farining petroleum-producing 
lands in Russia, for the limitation in a certain 
degree of similar.enterprises by independent 
societies, and for the prevention of the export 
of dried or waste naphtha. 


The Bridgewater Gas Company is putting 
down another well in the immediate vicinity 
of the old well in the W. Va. district, which is 
expected to prove equally as productive. The 
work on twenty-two other wells is progressing 
rapidly, and the excitement among the  pro- 
ducers isata fever heat. Over $100,000 has 
been spent in the field already and territory 
cannot be had at big premium, The leases 
have all been taken up and a number of pro- 
dncers are willing to’ purchase entire farms 
outright at first class figures if they could 
find any for sale. 


The pilot chart, of the North Atlantic Ocean 
for November, issued by the Hydrographic 
Office, warns mariners that, although the 
West Indian hurricane season has practically 
ended, heavy gales may be expected during 
the month, as well as severe northers in the 
Gulf of Mexico. As the stormy season ap- 
proaches navigators are reminded, of the use 
of oil to prevent heavy seas from breaking on 
board. Out of 92 reports received already thi 
year on the use of oil 89 are very favorable, 
the rest being merely non-committal,and nota 
single one unfavorable. 


The inroads which oil tank steamships are 
making in the trade which a few years.ago 
was monopolized by wooden sailing ships in- 
creases with each year. The Standard Oil 
Company, says a Philadelphia exchange, has 
decided to build, in addition to four tank 
steamships now in course of construction in 
European ship yards, a steel steamship for car- 
rying Oil in bulk for the general coasting 
trade. The new craft will be 240 feet long, 36 
feet beam and 15 feet depth of hold. She will 
run in connection with the steamer Standard, 
already in the general coasting trade. When 
these new vessels shall have been completed 
the Standard will be able to supply not only 
the larger cities in the United States buta 
large portion of the European demand, 


The steamship Elbur, lately launched from 
the Walker Yard, England, was taken on her 
trial trip on October 25. The vessel is 310 feet 
long, # feet 3 inches in beam, and 29 feet 6 
inches molded depth. She is specially con- 
structed for the carriage of petroleum in 
bulk, and is intended to trade between the 
south of Russia and the United Kingdom. 
The vessel is capable of carrying 3,600 tons of 
oil in addition to bunker coal. The engines 
have cylinders 23 inches, 37 inches and 60 
inches, by 39-inch stroke, working at 160 Ds 
boiler pressure, and in a trial with the vessel 
loaded with water ballast in her cargo tanks 


the indicated horse-power was 1,588, and the © 


mean speed on the measured mile was 104% 
knots. . 
Some idea of the expense that bulk trans- 
portation saves, both in freight charges and 
the work of stevedores, can be formed when 
it is stated that $2,800 is saved on every cargo 


that leaves this port in a tank steamer, taking — 


20,000 barrels as the average size of a cargo. 
Some of the charges to which a sailing vegsel 
is subjected are: Inspection of storage, 1 cent 
per barrel, $200; inspection of barrels and oil, 
24 cents per barrel, $500; stevedoring charges 
Scents per barrel, $1,000, and wood for dup 
nage and planking for between decks, $30 

100 barrels, $600. In addition to this a sail 
vessel lies at the wharf for two weeks, pays 


high wharfage and has a big bill for towage to _ 


settle, while a tank steamer capable of carry- 
ing 20,000 barrels can be loaded in three days 
and does not pay for tug service, The steam- 
ers have as an Offset to this the extra expensé 
of running, besides the wear and tear to ma* 
chinery, wit 


The immense gas well of the Syndicate Oil 
and Fuel Company near Findlay is partly shut 
in, and a great deal of gas is allowed to es 
cape, but from a six inch pipe, laid on the 
ground, the flame is forced up above the top 


of the derrick fully 80 feet, and an effort was - 
















































































































mide to ttibe it. In drilling this 
well a crevice was struck at a. depth 
of 1,200 feet, which gave out a quan- 
tity of gas, but this was soon exhausted. The 
drill was then pushed down about ten feet 
deeper, but without developing anything, and 
it was:then resolved to shoot the well, and 
three charges of nitro-glycerine, aggregating 
6@quarts were placed in the well, extending 
upward about 25 feet from the bottom. When 
the “go-devil” was dropped on this the ex- 
plosion which followed broke down the cham- 
bers which confined the gas and let it into the 
crevice and into the casing, whence it escapes 
as the most powerful gas well in the world. 
Prof. Edward 8S. Orton, Ohio's State Geologist, 
measured this monster, and says it gives out 
913,750,000 cubic feet of gas per day—nearly 
thrée times as much as she famous Karg. 


OBITUARY. 


. DAVID HOSTETTER. 


Dr. David Hostetter, the millionare bitters 
manufacturer of Pitteburg, died last week at 
the Park Avenue Hote', in this city. He was 
seventy years old and had been suffering for 
some years from Bright's disease of the kid- 
neysand serious complications of that mal- 
ady. Finally he came to New York to submit 
his ease to experts from the medical faculty 
of the University of the City of New York. 
The progress of his affiiction made extirpa- 
tion of part of his kidneys necessary, and 
about a week ago the patient was subjected 
to that operation. After that he sank grad- 
ually until he died. The body was taken to 
Pittsburg for burial. 

‘The subject of this sketch was the son of Dr 
J. Hostetter of Lancaster, Pa,, who invented 
the prescription for the bitters, the manufac- 
ture of which was commenced in 1853. The 
sale of the bitters did not attain anything like 
the dimensions which afterwards character- 
ized it until David Hostetter and his partner. 
George W. Smith placed it on the market 
thirty years ago, and, by careful and success- 
ful advertising, made it known to the entire 
world. David began life asa dry goods clerk 
when he was 15. In 1850 he tried his luck in 
California, was burned out and returned 
héme discouraged. In 1853 he concluded to 
devote all his energies to the proprietary ar- 
ticle and that was his sole business until more 
recent years of his life. For over twenty 
years the business of the firm averaged three- 
quarters of a million dollars annually, and 
during the thirty-four years of its existence 
it has aggregated $20,000,000. The partnership 
was broken by the death of Mr. Smith in 1884 
and the firm name was changed to Hostetter 
&Co. Mr. Smith, whose daughter is the wife 
of Gongressmen Thomas Bayne, of Allegheny, 
Penn, left the business of the firm 
practically in the hands of Dr. Hos- 
tester, who has given but little per- 
somal attention to the manufacturing during 








the inst years, having figured as a pro- 
meter of the natural gas interests of Pitts- 
be He was the president of the 


Gas Company and director in 
Philadelphia Natural Gas Co., to which 
eom@ern he sold two other natural gas compa- 
Nies ‘with headquarters in Pittsburg. He was 
one of the founders of the Fort Pitt bank and 
had, been president of the institution for four- 
teen years. He had also been a director of the 
Fermer’s Deposit Bank for the past sixteen 
years. The Pittsburg and Lake Erie railroad 
was built mainly through his activity. The 
work was begun in 1877 and Dr. Hostetter 
pushed it to completion. He had been in the 
directory of the company since the road was 
built, and was vice-president for a number of 
years, in addition to being president of the 
. McKeesport and Youghiogheny 


hoil was discovered near Millerstown, 
Dr. made a venture in this line, but 
West heavily, and to recover he begun the con- 
steuction of a pipe line. from Millerstown to 
Pitteburg. In 1877 his interest in the petro- 
leum business was sold out at a profit and since 
that time his name has not been connected 
with oil deals. He was the original purchaser 
of the old Smithfield street bridge and built 
the present magnificent structure over the 
MGnongahela river, serving as president of the 
‘until he died. 
. Hostetter had more insurance on his life 
than any other man in Pittsburg. The total

Oil Fuel. 
WASHINGTON, D..C., Nov. 8, 1888. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

We contemplate using oil for fuel in the 
manufacture of lime and as there ig nothing, 
of the kind done in this city we are at a loss, 
for information on the subject. 

What we want to know is how we can pro-, 
cure the crude oil, the cost per gal. or bbl, 
&c., and would be glad to get any other in- 
formation you can give us on the subject. 

Our attention was called a few days ago to 
an account of a simple device for burning oil. 
now in use at the “Mitis Wrought Iron Casting 
Co. Works” near Boston, Mass. They use for 
burners, several pans, one above another, at 
the mouth of the furnace; the oil drops into 
these pans and as it burns the blaze isdrawn 
into the furnace by tle natural draft of the 
chimney. 

We have for a long time contémplated using 
oil as fuel for burning lime, but the devices 
for doing so ive been so complex and cum- 
bersome and so unreliable that we have been 
deterred from making the attempt, but the 
device named appears so simple that we pro- 
pose to try it if we can get the oil. 

We understand there is an oil in Ohio better 
adapted for this purpose than any other; if so, 
please give us the information, and direct us’ 
how to get it. If it can be used with the same 
cost as wood and coal, or if the cost was some- 
thing more we would prefer it. We believe it 
would be more convenient and cleaner. 1

do us a favor and any expenses attending will 
be cheerfully paid by yours truly. ‘

CHICAGO LETTER. 
Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 











CuIcaGo, November 10, 1888. 

The market in linseed oil, so far as Chicago 
is concerned, seems to have entered upon its 
annual period of (comparative) hibernation. 
Inquiry is of an exceedingly limited descrip- 
tion, and any hopes of a revival of activity 
based upon the weather, have been rudely 
dashed by a week of low temperature and al- 
most unintermitted rain. The consumptive 
demand is small, and while jobbers concede 
the possibility of a brisk inquiry, with attend- 
ant higher prices at the opening of the season 
of 1880, not one of the large buyers is suffi- 
ciently confident to lay in stocks of any mag- 
nitude. The price of seed appears so anom- 


‘T alous, and there exists such uncertainty of 


conjecture as to the fhture course of flax, that 
seeming timidity is not unnatural. At the 
dame time, the decline in demand is nothing 
more than might be expected at this period of 
the year, and in view of the cessation of con- 
sumption, it is hardly to be supposed that 
buyers would care to place orders for appar- 
ently high-priced oil, which must be carried at 
the purchaser's cost, inasmuch as no one fora 
moment entertains the idea of selling oil for 
future delivery. 

From the East there is still reported to bea 
fair request. But with the exception of an 
occasional Car-lot, one can learn of no consign- 
ments from this point. Local crushers seem 
to have an abiding faith in the future. A 
‘well-known local concern has created a ripple 
of amusement in trade circles this week by his 
iasuance of a circular to what may be des¢ribed 
as the out-of-town trade. On the whole, it is 
an extraordinary document. The house which 
has proa uigated it, while still maintaining the 
market rates of S5and 5 cents for raw and 
boiled oii respectively to city buyers, makes a 
cut of two cents all around in favor of 
eountry consumptive trade. In other words, 
they offer raw oil at 58 and boiled at 
Sc. free on board here. City jobbers 
have not failed to grasp the situation; just 
how they can afford to pay 55 cents and com- 
pete with their own sellers who offer to sell to 
their customers at 530 is a problem which they 
do not attempt tosolve.

then the facts of the case shall be presented 
to the'bureau, and if the bureau decide him 
to be unworthy of credit, it shall issue a notice 
to that effect to each member of the club. 

Fourth—On past due accounts, after reason- 
able efforts have failed to collect, the facts 
shall be placed before the bureau, and if it is 
satisfied that proper efforts have been made to 
collect, it shall send, or allow the creditor to 
send, the debtor a delinquent’s letter, a copy 
of which is herewith attached, and if he fails 
to pay or give satisfactory reasons why he 
cannot comply with the request of the bureau 
within the time stated, he shall not be con- 
sidered entitled to credit until his account has 
been settled. In such a case the bureau will 
send a notice to each member of the club. 

Fifth—It shall also be the duty of each mem- 
ber of the club to report to the bureau, on or 
before the second Saturday of each month, all 
bad debtors, which will be recorded by the 
secretary, who will mail a list thereof to all 
firms represented in the club. If none, to re- 
port this fact also, thus insuring a thorough 
working of the credit buregu system.

The proposition of the agency was not ac- 
cepted, the club voting to regulate credits by 
ita own committees. 

The following motion was offered by ex- 
President George L.-Gould and adopted: 
Voted, that the executive committee be re- 
quested to consider carefully that portion of 
the so-called Seuate bill which provides for 
free alcohol used in the manufactures, sciences 
and the arta, and ascertain in the event of its 
passage by Congress, what the effect would be 
on our jobbers and manufacturers; and to re- 
port at any meeting of the club before March, 
with such recommendations as they may deem 
best. 

Mr. Charles Richardson, president of the Na- 
tional Association of the Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Trades of the United States reported that 
asaresult of the recent convention at Sara- 
toga, a national organization has been formed 
and that the clubs in St. Louis, Chicago, New 
York, Philadelphia and elsewhere are fast 
coming into line. ‘The ojects and duties of 
the organization are to elect its own officers 
and make its own by-laws; to assess the vari- 
ous clubs pro rata for necessary expenses; to 
appoint place and time of meetings; to receive 
suggestions and to investigate any complaint 
or trouble which may be brought to ite notice 
by authorized bodies or delegates; to advise 
and assist in all matters tending to the benefit 
of the trade. Local organizations will not be 
interfered with in matters affecting their 
own interests, but if the action of the local 
organizations proves damaging to the intervust 
of other places the influence of the national 
organization will be powerful for good to all. 
The membership of the association consists of 
the clubs in the various cities of the United 
States. The officers to be a president, first and 
second vice-president, socretary, treasurer 
and an executive committee, the latter to be 
composed of delegates from each club in lo- 
calities where such organizations exist—one 
delegate for each 25 members or fraction 
thereof, but no club shall be entitled to more 
than five delegates; but every organized club 
shall be entitled to at least one delegate—and 
in order to have the entire trade of the United 
States represented in such localities where no 
organization exists, a delegate to be chosen by 
the paint, oil and varnish trade of said locali- 
ties.”’ 

Business having been disposed of, speeches 
/were in order. Mr. Hersey B. Goodwin, presi- 
dent of the Boston Executive Business Asso- 
ciation, was first introduced. Mr. Goodwin 
alluded first to the great value of merchants 
associations which existed as long ago as the 
days of the Roman empire, and spoke enter- 
tainingly and at considerable length on the 
benefits derived by mercantile communities, 
and, consequently, by all civilized nations, 
| ince those primitive times. 

Secretary Sayward followed in an enter- 
taining speech, interspersed with some good 
stories, and also gave delineations of Kev. 
Robert Collier, Stuart Robson and Salvini, to 
the evident enjoyment of the gentlemen 
present. 

Mr. Frederick H. Newton was appointed a 
member of the pricing committee, after which 
the club, shortly before 8 o'clock, adjourned.

Chicago Paint, Oil and Varnish Club.

The regular November meeting of the club 
was held atthe Union League Club rooms in 
Chicago on Thursday evening, the 8th inst. 
There was a full attendance of the members 
notwithstanding the extreme inclemency of

The vice-president, Mr. C. H. Cutler, occu- 
pied the ohair in the absence of Mr. John 
Alston, the president, and at the conclusion 
of the gastronomic feature of the eveningand 
asong by the Glee Club, called the club to 
order. 

Mr. Thomas Cratty, a prominent attorney of 
this city, had been invited to address the 
, meeting on the subject of commercial credits, 
and had signified his willingness to comply 
with the request. Other prominent gentie- 
men had also been expected to discuss the 
same question at thistime. The latter, how- 
ever, finding it impossible to be present, Mr. 
Cratty preferred to defer the reading of his 
paper until a better opportunity for a full 
discussion of the important subject was pre- 
sented. Invitations had been sent to the

Mr. Robert H. Van Schaack, of the drug 
house of Peter Van Schaack & Sons, was next 
introduced by the chairman. Ina few happily 
chosen words he returned thanks for the 
courtesy extended to the drug trade by the 
club. He regretted that there was not present 
a larger representation of his own trade, but 
deprecated the inference that. this ciroum- 
stance indicated any lack of sympathy with 
the objects of the body. He was glad to see 
80 representative a gathering and believed 
that such an organization might wield no 
mean influence for god. 

Following his remarks came a desultory dis- 
cussion of several points of interest to the 
trade. 

The effect of the recent advance in turpen- 
tine was spoken of, and there was a general 
consensus of opinion that while it had proved 
of benefit to j bbers it had excited no unfa- 
vorable comment among consumers. Other 
points throughout the West, so far as heard 
from, were resolutely supporting the appre- 
ciation in quotations, which seems to be every- 
where regarded as having been fully war- 
ranted, 

The committee on the formation of a Bu- 
reau of Credits reported progress. 

The secretary stated that, acting under in- 
structions he had communicated to the Ameri- 
ican Associction of Corroders the preamble 
and resolutions adopted by the Chicago Club 
at ite last meeting relative to conceding more 
satisfactory rebates to large jobbers. He read 
a reply received from the secretary of the as- 
sociation, intimating that that body saw no 
reason at present for making any alteration 
in the existing schedule. On motion of Mr, 
George H. Vrooman, it was determined to in- 
struct the secretary to bring the matter to the 
notice of similar clubs throughout the 
country, at the same time requesting their co- 
operation in carrying out the policy already 
outlined by the Chicago Club—i. ¢., that job- 
bers should unite in endeavoring to relegate 
the consumers trade to the corroders them- 
selves. 

Mr. Vrooman, as secretary of the National 
Association of clubs, read a letter received by 
him from the St. Louis Paint, Oil and Drug 
Club, announcing the intention of the latter 
body to associate themselves with the National 
organization, and naming the two delegates 
chosen. [A synopsis of this letter was pub- 
lished in last week’s REPoRTER. Ep.) ‘ 

Mr. Melvin I. House, manager of the Chicago 
braach of J. W. Masury & Sons, suggested 
that at the December meeting it might be ad- 
visable to consider the expediency of concert- 
ed action looking toward securing a re-clagsi- 
fication of freights. He called attention ‘to 
the inequalities and hardships resulting from 
the existing system. Another matter which 
he thought might be worthy of the attention 
of the club was the necessity for a revision of 
the price list on mixed paints and colors in 
oil. He pointed out that owing to the en- 
hanced value of ingredients the cost to com- 
pounders of a gallon of mixed paint had mg- 
terially increased, while no corresponding ap- 
preciation in the selling price had occurred 
This state of affairs he thought, required cor- 
rection. 

There being no other matters brought for- 
ward for discussion, the president pro tem 
declared the meeting adjourned. x.

Stevedores and Iaspectors Afficted by 





Two classes of men are being severely affect- 
ed by the great inroads that steam,as an agent 
in petroleum transportation, is making in the 
business of sailing vessels, says the Commercial 
Bulletin. -'These are the stevedores and the oil 
inspectors, whose ‘business, as far as oil ton- 
nage is concerned, bids fair to be entirely 
ruined should the promises that have been 
made of large additions to the present steam 
petroleum fleet be fulfilled. Already the stev- 
edores claim that some of their number have 
been forced to quit the business, and that oth- 
ers will surely have to follow the example 
thus set if:the business does not soon improve. 
“I suppose it is only the natural result of im- 
provements in transportation facilities,’’ said 
one of the leading stevedores yesterday when 
questioned on the subject, “but it is very hard 

for men’ who ‘have beeri in the business all 
their lives. For myself, I’suppose I am proba_ 
bly better able to'withstand the resulte of the 
innovation than most of them; but when the 
‘ petrolenm business is pretty thorotighly mo- 
nopolized by the steamers, it will leave some 
very poor men in the stevedore busifiess.” 
| Some idea of the expense. that bulk trans- 
portation saves and the consequent absence of 
work for the men can be forme when it is 
stated that regular experises to the extent of 
fully $2,300 are saved on every cargo of the 
tank steamers that leave this port, taking 20,- 
‘000 barrels as the average. size of each vessel.

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The Fink Imposter Again. 


Several years ago the REPORTER exposed the 
operations of a party working under the 
name of Fink & Co., of Baltimore, and offer- 
ing to sell a receipe for making an alleged 
valuable lubricating compound, He was 
heard from again last week in Pittsburg 
where he endeavored to secure $500 from the 
Pittsburg & Lake Erie R. R., according to the 
Commercial Gazette. It sayg he introduced 
himself to general superintendent Holbrook 
as Mr. Donayon representing Fink & Co., of 
Baltimore, His firm were the patentees of a 
valve oil to be used for producing the most 
valuable invention of the age. He then pro- 
duced a bottle of valve oil and explained how 
it cd 11d be used at a saving of forty-five per 
cent. to the railway company. There could 
be no question of its cheapness and great 
value, Then Mr. Donovon commenced to 
produce testimonials as he had them by the 
satchelful.

bustible materials are provided with a protec- 
tive covering, to render them non-combusti- 
ble. We will take a brief review of the ma 
terials, coatings and fabrics which have been. . 
invented or proposed as safeguards agalust 
fire: 

Asbestos isthe first, as indicated by the — 
name, to be mentioned, when speaking of a 
fabric which will resist the action of fire. 
This peculiar body has been used since most 
ancient times. It is known that the ahcienis 
made table-cloths and other fabrics, which 
were thrown into a fire to be cleansed, They. 
also had wicks for their lamps which burnt 
without ever being consumed. The principal 
use of asbestos cloth, however, was for wrap- 
ping up the dead for cremation, in order to 
prevent the ash of the dead mixing with the 
ashes of the funeral pyre. 

Asbestus or amianthus, which is .aléo some- . 
times called petrified paper, mountain wood 
or mountain cork is a magnesium silicate, of- 
ten containing water. It occurs as a white, 
green Or gray mineral, of a fibrous, felted, 
elastic silky structure. Mineralogically it is 
closely related to hornblende and augite, and. - 
is principally found if fssures in serpentine. . 

- Asbest lay be spun and woven and used 
ih the manufacture of paper, hosiery and oth- 
er fabrivs. The fact that itis still compara- 
tively rare, and that its fibers break in weav- 
ing, renders the objects prepared from this 
material quite costly and difficult to employ 
In some parts of France, however, firemen are 
provided with asbestus clothing. Asbestus 
forms a constituent of quite a number-of fire- - 
proof bodies and coatings. 

Painting with asbestus is quite common in 
London. Fire insurance companies in that 
city reduce the policy one-half whén this ma- 
terial has been employed. Experiments re- 
cently made on the Champs de Mars, with 
wooden structures, painted with asbestus,gave 
evidence of the utility of this material for this 
purpose, 

Nagel has prepated an entirely incombusti- j 
ble board by the use of asbéstus. He proceeds 
in the following manner: A paste is made of 
200 parts zine oxide and 100 parts pulverized 
asbestus, and spread upon a metallic netting. 
The mass is rolled, and after drying saturated 
with asolution of’ zinc chloride, and again 
passed through the rolls. By this treatmeént * 
an oxychloride of zinc is produced. The mois- 
ture causes the formation of some rust on the 
iron wire,by means of which the mass adheres., : 
After the mass bas again dried, it is once more’ 
saturated with the solution of: zine chloride.

Testing Amber Varnish’ 
BY W. SONNE. ; 

To determine whether a varnish has really 
been prepared from amber, it. is necessary to 
isolate the succinic acid, which ean be effected 
very rapidly. The most advantageous way of 
proceeding is as follows: 20 c.c. of the varnish 
are placed into a-iask having a capacity of 300 
c.c., with 50 c.c. dilute nitric acid (specific grav-’ 
ity 1°20) and gently heated on a-sand bath, The 
violent reaction which soon takes place is mod- 
erated (to prevent the formation of resinous 
oxidation products, and an overflowing of the 
mass) by pouring cold water over the flask, 
and the heating and cooling is repeated for 
about 15 minutes, until the resins of the var- 
nish haveseparated asa tenacious mass. The 
nitric acid, which now contains most of the 
succinic acid in soiution is poured off, and the 
residue washed several times with water. The 
acid aqueous extracts are filtered, and evapo- 
rated on a water bath with repeated additions 
of water, until the nitric acid is completely 
expelled. There then remains a small quanti- 
ty of a tenacious syrup, which is dissolved in 
about 10 c.c. water. This solution is thorough- 
ly shaken out with 100 c.c. ether, the ethereal 
layer filtered, the ether distilled off and the 
residue heated over a boiling water bath to 
remove the last traces of ether, after which it 
is placed on a Watch glass and det into a desic- 
cator. After about 12 hours the succinic acid 
begins to crystallize out from the syrupy 
mother liquor. The quantity of crystals rap- 
idly increases on standing and they may be 
freed from the mother liquor by, pressing, 
re-crystallized from water and identified as 
succinic acid by determining their meiting 
point, and other properties. By this method 
24 hours are sufficient time to determine 
whether a varnish really deserves the name 
“amber varnish.”"—Drog, Ztg. .

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known otherwise as pitch, long-leaved and 
field pine. While the leaves average in length 
fourteen inches, those measuring twenty- 
seven inches have been brought in. The 
“ straw,” as it is always called here, is gather- 
ed mostly by women and children from trees, 
“thrown,” for cordwood, timber, or for the 
leaves alone. Mule power is prominent in 
transporting the straw to the factory—horses 
are never seen, oxen rarely. Fifteen cents per 
100 pounds is paid for the straw, which is stored 
in a huge shed. 

As we enter the first of three large build- 
ings; we see a huge tank being filled with the 
straw; to this is added caustic soda, in quan- 
tity regulated by the quality of fiber desired 
—less being required for the coarse than for 
the finer grades. For twelve hours the mass 
is cooked by steam from pipes passing through 
the tank or boiler. Then it is passed through 
the rubber,a machine which cleanses it en- 
tirely frem all soda, pulp, etc., leaving clean 
fiber only. Following this isthe work of the 
wringer, breaker and carder; and if the fiber 
ia to be manufactured on the premises, it is 
run through the rover; whatever its destina- 
tion, it is passed through the dryer. The pro- 
duct now awaits orders from the spinning- 
room, or, if for shipment, from the baling 
press. Machinery is used for all handling of 
material, from the wagon which brings it 
from the woods to the car taking it from the 
factory door. 

Commercially, the fiber is “pine wool,” of 
which five grades are produced; the three 
coarser are in demand for mattresses and 
general upholstering, being elastic, durable 
and exempt from insect ravages. Fhe fincst 
grade is very soft and is marked ‘surgeons’ 
packing.” This is meeting with marked favor 
frem the medical profession, as being specially 
adapted toe its designated purpose. From 
grade Sisepun yarns of different sizes, none 
fine, however. From this is woven a variety 
of mattings or carpets, not elegant, to be 
sure, but honest, comfortable-looking floor 
coverings, inviting hard service, and with a 
suggestion of the wide outdoors in the bal- 
samic odor which all the rough experience of 
manufacturing has not driven out.

In the incipiency of this peculiar industry 
the production of floor covering was the ob- 
jective point of the originators of it; but be- 
ing also engaged in the manufacture of fer- 
tilizers, they also set about evolving from the 
pine wool a fabric which would resist the 
chemical action so destructive to every 
material heretofore used as packing for phos- 
phates, etc. The result isa cloth that has en- 
dured every test, the use of which must bene- 
fit the consumer as well as the manufacturer 
and dealer in these commodities. The proprie- 
tors thus builded better than they knew, in 
unwittingly preparing aid for the cotton 
planter and buyer in the present stress. For 
cotton baling it is meeting every requirement 
of pressure, etc. 

The spinning and weaving of the various 
fabrics differ little from processes employed 
for other textiles. 

Another pine straw product of growing im- 
portance is the oil. Thisis expressed from the 
green straw by subjccting it, in a great retort 
or boiler, to the action of steam.

The linseed oil market continues in a firm 

tion and there is every evidence that the 
resent position will be maintained, according 
to the ruling prices for seed in Chicago, Lon- 
jon and Calcutta. The demand for oil has 
fallen off somewhat, which is to be expected 
at this season of the year, but there is said to 
peno accumulation at the mills East or West, 
and production is being restricted in some lo- 
calities on account of the price of seed. Very 
little oil is coming here from the West and re- 
givers are offering sparing]y at 56c, while city 
oil is still held at 58@60c for domestic and Cal- 
cutta seed oil. 

Cotton oil continues to attract more atten- 
tion in Western and Southern markets than in 
New’York, the movement here being very 
light. During the last three business days the 
peoeipts of oil were only 1,275 bbls, and 675 bbls 
of that amount went abroad, but the arrivals 
gre fully equal to the local demand, as the in- 
quiry is unimportant and sales comparatively 
insignificant. This state of affairs is partly 
attributed to the belief in lower prices in the 
pear future, when large consumers have been 
gpplied and stock gets a chance to accumu- 
late, Holders of small lots of prime crude 
ol have been offering them at 43@A5c, 
gcording to quantity, and it is reported 
that several hundred bbls. lately changed 
hands at 48c for spot and December delivery, 
bat it is questionable if that figure would be 
paid to-day. There are no buyers in the mar- 
ket at 48c and there are some holders who 
would no doubt negotiate business on a lower 
basis as there is more disposition to sell, all of 
which indicates a weaker tendency in the mar- 
ket—for crude oil, at least. Summer yellow 
oi has little demand for nearby delivery, but 
more inquiry is to be noted for later ship- 
nents, for which no price has been named, as 
traders are uncertain about the course of 
values on that grade,the present prices for 
which are 52144@54c, according to holder; there is 
asmall quantity,of old oil on the market at 5244c 
Summer white oil seems to be a scarce article 
but there is no special demand, and the supply 
is sufficient to meet all wants; its value is 
about the same as yellow oil for spot delivery, 
but for stock two months hence buyers are not 
disposed to give (50c. Soap stock and stearine 
are inquired for, but there is none arriving. 
Thelower grades of refined oil are meeting 
with a tolerably fair outlet. Operations during 
the season thus far show that the New York 
narket is not playing such an important part 
intradea isual, and that the business in cot- 
ton oil,a. tnough of large proportions, h«s been 
done principally in bulk shipments direct from 
the mills to large consumers. The export 
movement continues heayy.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is recovering from its 
flat condition so noticeable during the past 
few days when sales from dock were made at 
5\4c, and there is more desire to do business on 
the part of those who have confidence in the 
market, as was demonstrated to-day when 250 
tons were sold on vessel now on the way at 
figures not made known and 50 tons on spot 
said to have been at 53¢c, to which price the 
market reacted, some holders declining to 
shade 544@534c. For stock to arrive 5c is de- 
manded. The Abner Reed has promptly come 
to hand with 600 tons, which is said to be 
well taken for consumption. The Nubian has 
also arrived with 500 tons Ceylon oil and 125 
tons Cochin oil, which were taken from the 
disabled Tweed, but the leakage is said to be 
important, as some of the packages are re- 
ported entirely empty. How much has been 
lost from the cargo will not be determined 
until the \ essel 1s unloaded. This last arrival, 
even in prime condition, would not affect the 
market, as the stock of Ceylon oil on board is 
said to have gone into consumers hands while 
en route, while the lot of Cochin oil is wanted 
to supply necessary wants before the sea- 
son is much more advanced. The spot 
price of the latter is 6%@6¢c, with the inside 
figure a rare exception, as holders generally 
are indifferent sellers at 644¢c, having the be- 
lief that much higher values will rule before 
many weeks elapse. 

Olive oilis enhancing in value and the rea- 
son given abroad is the higher price of cotton 
oil which is used by mixers to make an olive 
oil compound. A recent arrival of Italian oil 
consisting of 240 bbls was sold at 72@73c, with 
resales of same lot at 73@75c. Other trans- 


actions of 2,500 + gallons are re- 
ported within the range of 72@73c, 
and higher prices are looked for. 


Spanish oil is quoted at 77@80c, according to 
holder, but the business is light owing to the 
comparatively high figures. Olive soap stock 
is not obtainable on spot; the last sale was at 
534c per lb. ; 

Palm oil is in fair demand at the advance to 
6c for Lagos on spot, and 4%c for best oil in 
Boston. The stock in latter city is said to be 
well sold up, and the rise is attributed to that 
fact more than to any operations of a sup- 
posed Fregch syndicate, which is now said to 
be a myth, 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil has declined to 7lc for prime city, 
and the market is unsteady at that figure. It 
is known that sales have been made at 70c and 
this price would still buy, it is claimed. The 
movement is comparatively light, owing to 
the uncertainty, as lower values are looked for 
to correspond with the course of the lard 
market. 

Elaine oil is still selling at 37}g¢@40c per gal- 
lon, according to quantity, and a firm feeling 
prevails, as the available supply is claimed to 
be smaller than usual at this time of the 
year, and the prospective demand promises 
to exceed any previous season. Saponified oil 
is practically out of the market, as the stock 
in manufacturers’ hands is said to be ex- 
hausted, and there is but little obtainable from 
dealers. The price has been advanced to 6@ 
6i4c per pound. 

The Arctic whaling season for 1888 is prac- 
tically over, and shipping circles in this 
city are‘ considerably interested over 
the result. All the whaling vessels, with 
two exceptions, haye returned from the 
Arctic fields. The catch this year is reported 
at 164 whales, against 350 last year. The whales 
were smaller this year than a year ago, averag- 
ing from 1,600 to 1,700 lbs of bone each, so that 
the entire catch of bone will be about half that 
of 1887. The foregoing figures include the 
Arctic and Northwest fleets, and a confirma- 
tion of the statement has caused a firmer 
feeling to prevail in the sperm and whale 
oil markets, but quotations have not 
been revised since last writing. A lot of 270 bbis 
sperm oil arrived at this port last week, and 
was immediately sold for export. The terms 
were private, but the price is said to be in the 
neighborhood of 664¢c. 

Whalebone is wanted, but sales are postponed 
by the wide views between buyers and sellers. 
Business could be done at $325 per pound for 
Arctic bone, but holders ask $3 75; it is prob- 
able that $3 50 would be accepted, The stock

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Menhaden fish oil is steady at the old figure 
of 3%, and inquiry is still to be noted from 
the Bast, where 2,000 bbls were delivered dur- 
ing the week. Thesupply of oil in first hands 
js said to be considerably smaller than at this 
time last year, but pressers are well stocked, 
and they are not likely to bein the market 
for some time. The price is considered too 

for export, and that outlet is conse- 


quently closed. 


Oil Cake. 

Oil cake is good property as the market has 
advanced one dollar per ton since last writ- 
ing, being quoted on spot at $27 25@27 50 per 
ton for Western linseed cake, which are the 
highest figures reached in about three years. 
Notwithstanding the fact that prices are unu- 
gually favorable to crushers, there is no stock 
tobe had except a few stray lots, and there 
is an urgent demand abroad to be sup- 
plied. Receivers in this market are in- 
formed by Western crushers that they are 
gold ahead, and therefore canzot make 
fresh contracts for the present, but the belief 
jgentertained here that supplies are being con- 
centrated and held in the West for later ship- 
ment. Considerable cake is going abroad on 
through bill of lading from Western points. 
and the production of city crushers is always 
consigned direct, but the liberal movement 
does not seem to satisfy foreign buyers. 
Ocean freights are against the cake market, 
still there is a demand without supplies. 


Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

The position of paraffine wax is unchanged 
in any particular. 

Spermaceti is quiet at 28c, but there are 

reasons for an advance this winter, ow-

The Palm Oil Trade in Angola. 


The palm from which the oil is obtained may 
be said to be a wild product of Western equa- 
torial Africa, and requires no planting. The 
fruit grows in large clusters, nearly pear- 
shaped, or somewhat like a huge branch of 
very bright red grapes, some clusters counting 
perhaps a thousand nuts, which are partially 
embedded in a kind of fibrous matting: The 
nuts and fruit are the size and nearly the 
shape of a pigeon’segg, of a bright red col- 
or, tinged sometimes with yellow, and in some 
cases deepening in shade almost to black. The 
nut is composed of three parts—the outer coy- 
ering, the hard nut, and the inner kernel. In 
this respect it is like a plum. The outer cov- 
ering is from an eighth to a quarter of an inch 
in thickness, of a fibrous nature, and this con- 
tains the oil. To extract the latter the nuts 
are boiled and beaten to separate the oil from 
the fiber, which is then skimmed off and put 
away in pots ready for sale, requiring no fur- 
ther preparation. The inner nut is cracked, 
and the kernel, which produces a fine white 
oil, issold. A few years ago oil from Angola 
sold in Europe for about £40 per ton; it has 
now gone down to £20, and there is said to be 
no prospect at present of an improvement in 
the price, because so many substitutes of a 
cheap kjnd, notably petroleum, are now em- 
ployed In manufactures, such as soap, candles, 
etc., where at one time palm oil alone was 
used,

The English Salt Trust, 


This combination has lost no time in effect- 
ing its object. It has raised the price of com- 
mon salt for domestic purposes from 2s 6d a 
ton to 9s, and the export article from 8s to 15s 
per ton. Moreover, in spite of this heavy ad- 
vance, it has succeeded in stimulating the de- 
mand, we suppose in consequence of the con- 
sumers fearing a further rise in price, and it 
is stated that the whole of the large stocks on 
hand a month ago are now nearly cleared off. 
The principal works belonging to the trust 
arenow working night and day for the first 
time in years, and there are rumors of the 
purchase by the Trust of other works not in- 
cluded in.the original arrangement to further 
protect themselves. One such purchase has 
already taken place at the price of $675,000,and 
as a large amount of this is payable in shares, 
it means a much larger figure, as the shares 
are worth much more than par. As we have 
already indicated an advance in price, such 
as has taken place, is in our opinion full of 
danger for the combination and of oppression 
to the public, and the fact that it already con- 
siders it necessary to purchase less important 
concerns not contemplated at first (or, at all 
events, not referred toin the programme) is 
to us an evidence that it is aware of this. On 
the authority of the Times we learn that an 
organization of capitalists and landowners has 
already been formed in Cheshire, where there 
is ample territory unoccupied, to sink brine 
wells and start salt-works on a large scale, 
with the avowed object of opposition to the 
Trust, and we see from our other English ex- 
changes that the industry will be prosecuted 
in other parts of the country, under the al- 
tered conditions now existing. Nor is the 
danger confined to home competition. Ger- 
man merchants are already planning to un- 
dersell the English producers in foreign mar- 
kets, including this, and should be able to do 
80.

English Petroleum Markets. 


London.—At the beginning of October there 
was only a trifling difference between the 
stock of petroleum oil at this port and that at 
the same time last year, and even now it is so 
small as to be scarcly noticeable. This almost 
stationary condition of the general stock has, 
of course, been owing to the comparatively 
heavy importations during the month, having 
been equalled by the deliveries, and if they 
had not been fully as large as those in the 
previous year, a considerable excess in the 
quantity on hand would have been shown. 
Since our report of the 5th ult. there have 
been several fluctuations in the value of the 
article, but none of them have been very 
wide, and although at about the mid- 
dle of the month 654d to 7d per gallon 
were the prices obtained for imme- 
diate and forward deliveries of American re- 
fined, lower figures have since been submitted 
to, and at 644@65¢d this description of oil is 
scarcely so dear as it was on October 5. Water- 
white oil, on the other hand, is even cheaper 
than it was at the date just mentioned, and 
purchases have been made at 944@10}4d per 
gal. Russian oil has only slightly varied in 
price, and the sales reported have mostly been 
at 644@654d per gal. About a fortnight ago 
the loas of a cargo of jleum spirit drove 
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the value up to 9144@994d for ordinary and rec- 
tified, but it soon relapsed to the old level, and 
refined coal oil has remained without altera- 
tion.

This scarcity of barrels, it was 
feared, would retard the loading of 
vessels, and those seeking bear arguments 
were not slow to make the most of the report, 
put there was no delay in loading, and if there 
wasany scareity of barrels the inconvenience 
was only felt by the refiners. The industry 
with which the report was circulated and en- 
upon, with suggestions of possible 
effects, shows the straits the shorts are put to 
for arguments to influence speculative values. 

There are still no important strikes of new 

wells and the daily runs show no increase, the 

new production being barely sufficient to 
supply the decrease in the old wells. The bear 
y is still looking for the new field or pool 
that they predicted would break the market 
soonafter the shut down ended and would 
give an opportunity for drillers to develop 
the prolific regions. Their faith appears to 
be strong, but the figures are constantly 
making their position less satisfactory. The 
pipe line reports, published on Saturday, 
show that the total stocks above ground are 
now reduced to a total of 20,576,064 barrels, the 
reduction during the month of October hav- 
ing reached 1,280,057 bbls.

Petroleum as Fuel. 


A correspondent of the Electrical World 
writes as follows: 

The Detroit Steel Spring Works, of this city, 
have used petroleum for eighteen months 
under eight boilers of 95 horse power each, as 
wellasin their furnaces for heating steel. 
The following figures refer only to the boil- 
ers, six being used at a time. They burned 
%4 tons of the best bituminous coal every 24 
hours, and were often short of steam. The 
coal cost $2.80 per ton, and the labor, ineclud- 
ing removal of ashes, made the total expendi- 
ture per day (twenty-four hours) $80.25. The 
consumption of petroleum for the same pe- 
riod of time is 76 barrels of 42 gallons each, at 
a cost of 55 cents per barrel, the total cost, in- 
cluding labor, being $45.30 per day (twenty- 
four hours), a saving of $34.90, equal to 41 per 
cent. They have an abundance of steam, and 
always under a co:.stant pressure. The ar- 
rangement of the furnaces was designed by 
H. Barr, the superintendent of the works. 
The result obtained in the heating furnaces 
hag been equally satisfactory.

Beeswax in East Africa. 


The articles of export from Quilimane, the 
capital of Mozambique, aud the principal port 
from which the products of the lower basin of 
the Zambesi and Nyassaland are brought into 
commerce, include oil seeds, beeswax, archil 
weed, cinchona, and strophanthus seed. Bees- 
wax is gathered by the natives in all parts of 
the country, and at all seasons more or less. 
One occasionaily comes across rolis of bark 
placed in trees for housing the bees, but fur- 
ther than this there is no systematic apicul- 
ture. The wax brought for sale is made up 
into balls of about 1 lb. weighteach. It has 
always to be melted down and cleaned before 
export, as the natives have u trick of increas- 
ing bulk and weight by the addition of flour, 
clay, etc., and in buying allowance has always 
tobe made by the trader for the weight of 
adulteration. In 1885 the year’s exports 
valued £5,160. 

The cultivation of opium on an entirely 
new footing was begun at Mopea this season. 
Insome other places, viz., at Chamo, on the 
Shire, and Mafufu, on the Ziwa-Ziwa, cultiva- 
tion has also been begun under the auspices 
of the Mozambique Produce Company, Lim- 
ited, of London.

A Rothschild at Baku. 


Baron Alphonse Rothschild, of Paris, has 
just arrived at Baku, with the aim of examin- 
ing his petroleum property there, and decid- 

,ing on his future policy with respect to the 
industry, In all likelihood important changes 
will proceed from this visit. For the moment 
the Russian oil industry is suffering from the 
loss of two of its most important representa- 
tives. The other day Mr. Ludwig Nobel, the 
Baku oil king, died, and more recently the 
has been announced of Mr. Shibajeff, 

the head of a petroleum firm rank- 
ing after the Nobels and Rotschilds. The Shi- 
bajeff firm is a purely Russian one, and, al- 
though turning out annually over 6,000,000 
gallons of lubricating oils, has only within the 
last two or three years pushed its export op- 
erations into this country. In this short 
time, however, it has managed to establish 
iteelf in every important center, ousting the 
oils, and has, in particular, made re- 

markable headway in Manchester, where the 
peculiar safety characteristic of Russian lubri- 
ppting olls have cocasioned agreat demand for

them in the cotton mills, In all probability 
the death of Shibajeff will exercise very little 
influence on the operations of the firm, owing 
to its affairs having been, for some time past, 
under the energetic control of his son-in-law ; 
but the incident has revived all the old rumors 
with respect to the intention of the Paris 
Rothschilds to buy up the principal re- 
fineries at Baku, and establish a mon- 
opoly. At least ten millions sterling, 
however, would be required to secure control 
over the principle interests of the Caspian oil 
industry ; and although, of course, such a snm 
would not be beyond the powers of the Roths- 
childs to raise with ease, it is a question 
whether they would care to do so, unless the 
monopoly were in some measure supported 
and guaranteed by the State. It is extremely 
doubtful whether such a guarantee could be 
secured in face of the aversion which the 
Russian Government manifests to granting 
any monopolies to foreigners.—London Grocer

The Fluctuations in Bird Seeds. 


The London Grocer comments on a diagram 
issued by a foreign house showing the fluc- 
tuations in prices of fair average qualities of 
Turkish canary seed and Russian hemp seed 
from the year 1874 until near the present time. 
In this review the most remarkable feature to 
note is the extraordinarily high rates that 
were current for canary seed in the years 
1874-76, when they rose frantically, as it were, 
from 61s. early in 1874, up to 150s. by the end of 
that year, and again to the very exorbitant 
figure of 315s. in the summer of 1875. From 
that extreme point they rapidly fell to 150s. 
before the year was out, and after once more 
rising to 195s. in 1876, they quickly dropped to 
150s., 80s., and even as low as 46s. by the open- 
ing of 1877. Since then the fluctuations have 
not beén so violent, prices having ranged be- 
tween 43s. and 52s. in 1878, from 46s. to 66s. in 
1879, down to 39s. in 1881, followed by acon- 
tinuous advance till 74s. per quarter of 464 lbs. 
was reached in 1883, when a downward move 
ensued to 46s., which has lasted until decided 
firmness set in a few weeks since. Hemp seed 
has not been subject to many sudden changes 
in value, the highest prices since 1874 having 
been 50s. in 1881, 64s. in 1882, 74s. in 1883, and 57s. 
in 1884; whilst the lowest figures have been 35s, 
in 1874, 3ls. in 1876, 28s. in 1879, and 26s. per 
quarter of 336 lbs. in 1881. During the same 
period of fourteen years it may also be added 
that the quotations for Dutch caraways varied 
from 49s. in 1877 backwards to 30s. in the fol- 
lowing year, and even to 23s. in 1882; but the 
quotation afterwards mounted up, and in 1885 
touched 50s. per cwt.

London Drug Commerce. 


The London correspondent of the Pharma- 
ceutical Era speaks as follows of the internal 
arrangements and economy of the large ware- 
houses in that city where drugs are stored, 
also of some rare articles of commerce: 


The London docks were built with a capital 
of no less than four millions sterling, and af- 
ford space for over 3800 large vessels. The 
right of entrance thereto by the visitor is not 
accorded indiscriminately, but he who wishes 
to viow them must obtain a card from a 
wholesale house ora broker. If he can geta 
wine merchant to introduce him so much the 
better, as he is then generally allowed to sam- 
ple the fine qualities of wines, etc., for him- 
self. The most interesting feature for the 
pharmacist are the warehouses, which alto- 
gether possess room space for more than 330,- 
000 tons of goods. Large cases of Cape aloes 
are disposed in some of the sections, each of 
which contains 4or5 cwt. of the drug; the 
whole atmosphere of the rooms where they 
are stored is loaded with aloes in a minute 
state of division, so that it is bitter when in- 
haled. Tamarinds, in small barrels, witha 
fine aromatic flavor may also be seen, which 
are remarkable as being in complete bunches, 
quite different from the tamarinds of the 
pharmacy. Balsam of Peru is imported in 
tins of which from 2 to 4, according to size, 
are packed inacase. The balsam is poured 
into copper vessels specially provided, in order 
that foreign matter may settle to the bottom 
and the pure balsam may be drawn off. Pro- 
ceeding further large cupboards may be ob- 
served in which immense quantities of essential 
oils are stored. These reach London gener- 
ally packed in straw and in cases, Note- 
worthy is a balance specially designed for 
weighing these oils, in which one of the pans 
is replaced by a wooden box perforated with 
holes in which the bottles are placed. Any 
quantity, almost, of drugs may be seen here, 
proximity to which is not always pleasant, as, 
for instance, colocynth, the best qualities of 
which come over in cases, though specimens 
of lower character are often sent in bales. 
The visitor will be not a little surprised to see 
the way in which the workmen open sucha 
bale containing perhaps 144 cwt., and turning 
over the contents in the midst of a cloud of 
acrid dust, without appearing to suffer any 
discomfort. The stranger, however, who 
knows something of drugs, can tell what he is 
approaching, even when some distance from 
the operations. The large quantities of chir- 
etta which can be viewed here show that this 
drug is still largely in use for the improve- 
ment (?) of beer. Ergot is also plentifully im- 
ported, the Spanish, which is the best, coming 
in cases of 1 owt., while inferior qualities are 


sent in bags or sacks, and then very often 
eaten up by the worms. It is very doubtful 
material for the preparation of fluid extract. 
Seeds also find a place, among which anise, 
caraway, fennel are conspicuous, and herbs, 
licorice and sandalwood chips meet the eye, 
together with orange peel and other material. 
The room where the iodine in small casks, 
each containing from 75 to 200 lbs. is stocked 
isalways attractive to strangers. Generally 
the casks are placed in half dozens in larger 
ones. The room also has its own smell which 
announces it from afar; the workmen suffer 
somewhat from iodism, but are otherwise un- 
affected. On the higher fioors are stored 
large stems of sandalwood for the preparation 
of the oil—silent witnesses of the slight 
confidence reposed in foreign  distil- 
ers. Isinglassis also extensively displayed, a 
peculiar feature of which is that the genuine 
Astrachan product is present in small quanti- 
ties only, compared with the Indian varieties. 
The Russian is imported in cases, into which it 
was packed when nearly or quite fresh, and 
pressed down by hydraulic power. When 
such cases are opened here they generally 
have to be increased in height two or three 
times, owing to the upward expansion of the 
contents. The Indian isinglass is of much in- 
ferior quality, and is obtained from different 
sources. First comes the Penang, in round 
disks, thicker than the Russian, but superior 
to the Bombay, which is prepared in three 
different ways distinguished by the form of 
the product. The first is “tongue,” so called 
from its resemblance in shape to the organ 
named; then “oyster,’”’ which is in pieces 
about the size of the palm of the hand, some- 
what heart-shaped, and having small depres- 
sions shaped like oyster shells; finally, “pipe,” 
in long, tube-like pieces, more or less pointed 
at the ends, and indicating their rather doubt- 
ful quality, by avery pronounced odor. The 
quantity of cardamoms to be seen is quite re- 
markable; cases after cases, containing from 
% to 2 cwt. are used for importing the culti- 
vated fruits. 


Noteworthy also is Kamala, generally much 
mi\ed with yellow sand, so that an examina- 
tion of it makes it plain how little astonished 
we ought to be that Kamala giving no ash is 
so very rare. Turkey galls are stored in im- 
mense numbers, but the Chinese are kept sep- 
arately. Spicesare kept in another house to 
that in which the drugs are stored, and to that 
the visitor must go to see the cloves, cinna- 
mon, mace and nutmeg. The cinnamon is of 
two kinds, first the cassia of which each case 
contains 52 small bundles of one pound each. 
All the cases are covered with a straw plait 
which shows the great attention which is paid, 
not only tothe cultivation, but also to the 
packing. Each parcel is numbered and has an 
indication of the quality, as for instance “best. 
Taiwoo,” of the season in which it was col- 
lected, of the planter’s name, and that of the 
firm which exported it. The Ceylon cinna- 
mon, to which that name is alone given in the 
pharmacy (the former variety being known as 
cassia), isin round bundles of about 1 cwt. 
each, which are of very fine quality. This is 
necessary, if business is to be made, as, owing 
to the large extent to which the drug isculti- 
vated, only the best sorts can be disposed of 
at a price sufficient to repay production. 
Cassia flowers, mace in large piles, exhibiting 
very different varieties both of color and odor, 
are noteworthy, as also nutmegs. The care 
with which these are selected and looked 
through, in order to separate those which 
are worm-eaten, is remarkable, quite a band 
of workmen being employed to sort them, so 
that nearly every one is separately handled. 
The best quality are the Penang, the Singa- 
pore being rather inferior. The cloves, which 
come from Penang in cases, are also the best, 
but are hardly to be met with in commerce, in 
consequence of the competition of the Zanzi- 
barsort. These are not really of such good 
qnality as the former, but are good enough 
for the purposes for which they are in de- 
mand, and—what is of more importance— 
cheaper.

Petroleum Spirit Vapor as a Substi- 
tute for Steam. 


There have been recently several launches 
fitted in London, with engines worked by the 
use of petroleum spirit vapor instead: of 
steam. In these, the boiler consists of about 
30 feet of l-inch copper tube worked intoa 
double spiral coil, one of the coils being right 
and the other left-handed. The coils are cov- 
ered by a sheet iron case terminating above in 
achimney. The petroleum spirit is forced by 
a feed pump into the coil, evaporated, and the 
resulting vapor or petroleum steam is used in 
the engine precisely like steam. The exhaust 
vapor passes into two copper pipes lying along 
the garboard streaks of the hull. These term- 
mate in asmall, strong tank in the bows of 
the boat, which is the equivalent of a hot 
well, and from which, by another pipe, the 
spirit condensed in the two submerged tubes 
is led back to the feed pump. 

The entire arrangement, according to the 
Engineer, from which we have these details, is 
so simple and obvious that it will be under- 
stood without further description. The furn- 
ace is supplied, not with petroleum spirit, but 
with the ordinary safe oil used in so-called 
paraffinlamps. This paraffin oll, as it may be 
termed for the sake of distinction, is carried 
inasmall circular tank, which is quiteair 
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tight, and fitted with a small hand pump, by 
which air may be forced in on top of the pe- 
troleum in the tank. The pressure thus set 
up forces the paraffin out of a very ingenious 
sprayer, the paraffin being first highly heated 
and gasified; the flame thus produced is as 
smokeless as that of a Bunsen burner, and 
plays on the copper coils containing the pe- 
troleum spirit, which is converted into vapor 
and drives the engine. The working pressure 
is about sixty pounds above the atmosphere. 


Not the least advantage about the system is 
that steam can be got up in about five min- 
utes. No coal is carried to make dirt. There 
are no ashes, or cinders, or smut to fall about, 
The boiler once started requires no further at- 
tention, so that»»ne man can steer and take 
charge of the engine. 


Two very important questions have, how- 
ever, to be considered: Is the new motor safe? 
Is it economical, seeing that paraffin oil isa 
much more expensive commodity than coal? 
We shall deal first with the question of 
safety. 


Rock oil is an excessively complex hydro- 
carbon. It is possible to distil from almost 
any sample as many as twenty products, each 
with a different specific gravity and flashing 
point. Petroleum spirit may be said to stand 
midway between the highly volatile benzoles 
and the safe paraffines. Its vapor is, however, 
of course, very inflammable and explosive, if 
mixed with a sufficient quantity of air. 

In this iaunch, however, the spirit is her- 
metically sealed up in the boiler and condenser 
tubes. The only places where leakages can 
take place are at the stuffing-boxes. These 
are fitted with lantern brasses; from each 
lantern a small tube is led to the condenser, so 
that leakage into the atmosphere cannot well 
take place. Even if it did, however, no evil 
consequences would ensue in an open launch, 
as the vapor would be too largely diluted to 
burn. 

As a matter of fact, in the experimental 
shed fitted up in the first instance, leakages 
used to take place to such an extent that 
those in the room could scarcely breathe; gas 
jets were burning all the time, and no ap- 
preach. to an explosion ever occurred. 
Whether petroleum spirit could be used ina 
closed engine room with safety must remain a 
matter of opinion. We believe that it could. 

As to the vapor unmixed with air exploding 
if ignited, that is a physical impossibility. It 
could no more explode, or even burn, without 
air than coal] gas can. Conseqnently, if one of 
tbe boiler coils wore to be split by excessive 
pressure, the spirit vapor as it rushed out 
would take fire and flare up the chimney, but 
the chances of a true explosion resulting are 
about as remote as would be the case if water 
were used. 

The principal precaution necessary is to’ 
take care that none of the spirit is spilled 
when it is necessary to renew the supply in 
the tank, as it would readily take fire and 
burn the boat. But inasmuch as the same 
spirit is used over and over again for long 
periods, and the whole quantity carried for 
the use of a five-horse engine does not exceed 
some two or three gallons, this can scarcely 
be regarded as a risk worth taking into ac- 
count, 

We may now turn to the question of econ- 
omy, and the results actually obtained are 
very curious and interesting. It is laid down 
by all writers on thermo-dynamics that the 
efficiency of a heat engine is entirely indepen- 
dent of the nature of the fluid or other work- 
ing substance, and is measured solely by the ~ 
well-known formula

E= 





where E is efficiency of the engine, 7 the ab- 
solute temperature at which it receives the 
working fluid, and t the absolute temperature 
at which it rejects it. 

This is no doubt true when we deal with the 
working of the fluid, so to speak;but .it is open 
to question if it be true when we have to deal 
with the making of the fluid as well. Thus it 
would be true of a hot-air engine, for the ap- 
paratus does not make the air, but It is not 
quite satisfactorily proved that it would also 
be true of a steam engine and boiler combined 
in which we have to make the fluid—steam— 
first and to use it afterward. 

In order that it may apply, it is essential 
that the volumes of a vapor shall vary in the 
same ratio as their latent heats. Let us, for 
example, suppose that we have two liquids, 
one of which we shall call A and the other B, 
If the latent heat of the vapor A is one-half 
the latent heat of the vapor of B, then the 
volume for the same pressure of vapor pro- 
duced by A, will be one-half volume of that 
produced by B, so that although a pound of 
coal might evaporate twenty ponnds of A and 
only ten pounds of B yet an engine driven by 
the vapor first of A and then of B,would make 
only the same number of strokes in each case, 

The question which presents itself for solu« 
tion here is, is this true of petroleum spirit 
The only answer we can give is that very little 
is known on the subject, and that experiments 
go to show that it is not true. In the first 
place it is difficult to say what the precise 
eomposition of petroleum spirit is; but assum» 
ing it to be very nearly the same as benzine 
itelatent heat is about one-fifth of that of 

steam; ite boiling point is, however, much 
lower than that of water; at 274°F. it has a 
pressure of about fifty pounds on the squarg 











great many kinds of gums, the sources of 
which, even in this enlightened period, are not 
accurately identified. Dr. Squibb suggests 
that the term arabic should be regarded asa 
generic name, whilst acacia is reserved as a 
specific name, properly applied to that kind 
of gum arabic used in medicine. 

The source of gum arabic is various species 
of acacia, such as Acacia vera, which Dr. 
Cooke, in his ‘“‘Hand-book on Gums and Resins 
in the Indian Museum,” declares to be the 


source of the best variety. Acacia arabica 
was supposed to be the original source, and it

Thus it would 
appear that the latent heat is much less than 
one-fifth, for by repeated experiment it has 
been ascertained that a given weight of fuel— 
coal gas—will evaporate in an open vessel, un- 
der atmospheric pressure, nine times as much 
petroleum spirit as water. There are correc- 
tions to be made possibly, but the fieures can-

Verek, A. Senegal, the latter now admitted as 
oflicial in the British Pharmacopeceia, and sey- 
eral other varietiesof accacia, are each con- 
tended for by different writers. 

The best gum is collected by the Somalis in 
Eastern Africa. Long incisions are made into 
‘the bark of both stem and branches, the juice 
quickly exudes, and after a few days has 
dried hard enough to be collected. It is then 
picked off, and packed in goatskins and ship- 
ped from Berbera to Aden and the various 
ports of India, where it goes by the name of 
Berbera gum, 

The whole of the north-eastern districts of 
Africa yield varieties of gum arabic, the qual- 
ity of which varies in an enormous degree, 
according to the plants from which they are 
collected, and the care observed in picking 
them, They are most of them shipped from 
the various ports of the Mediterranean, and 
thus derive their commercial names, Turkey 
Alexandrian or Smyrna gums, 


Gum arabic is said to be formed from the 
contents of the cell, and not by the meta- 
morphosis of the cellulose of the cell- 
walls, as in the case of tragacanth; this 
idea is confirmed by a microscopical examin- 
ation, proving the absence of cellular struc- 
ture, which would most likely be present if it 
were formed by the cells merely undergoing 
metamorphosis. 

Gum, as collected and transmitted by the 
collectors to the different sea ports, is very 
mixed, and of various shades of color; but 
this in the hands of the picker soon becomes 
sorted into its different qualities. The pick- 
ing is most of it done before being shipped; at 
Trieste especially does it form a very import- 
ant industry. The present edition of the 
Pharmacopeceia is not so particular as its pre- 
decessor in choosing the finest picked white 
pieces; and it is a fortunate circumstance 
such is the case, considering that white gum 
is so very rare. 

The uses to which gum is applied extends 
far beyond either whoiesale or retail phar- 
macy,and hence arises the necessity of pro- 
viding a substitute for those outside our 
profession. Besides being used for mucilagin- 
ous purposes, it isemployed as a medium for 
colors in calico printing, for giving luster and 
brilliancy by manufacturers of silk and crape, 
in hat factories, in making lozenges, especially 
those used medicinally, and in high class con- 
fectionery generally. 

Medicine, which stand first in the necessity 
for an article that is quite pure and that may 
be relied upon to give similar results wherever 
it is used, chiefly employs gum as a vehicle for 
other potent remedies, as an emulsifier, sus- 
pender, diluent, demulcent, and as an aliment 
of the simplest and blandest kind. 

The composition of gum is so well known to 
you all that I need not encroach upon your 
time by repeating it here; but will pass at once 
to its various adulterations. 

Inferior Gums.—These can be easily observ- 
ed when mixed with the true gum in tears by 
their very different appearance, being usually 
of a darker color, of a tougher nature, and in 
irregular pieces. It is however, a difficult 
matter to detect them when in powder; asa 
general rule, however, they are not nearly so 
soluble. But I must here mention that in or- 
der to powder gum itself,it is necessary to dry 
it; that is, it requires much of the water of 
constitution driven off; this effects to a large 
degree a difference in its character and a 
change in its properties, after which it is not 
entirely soluble in water, and its mucilage, 
instead of being clear and transparent, as 
when made with picked gum,isof a turbid 
opaque, or only translucent appearance. 
Adulterated gums make a still worse mucilage, 
whichhas a ropy appearance, and will even 
after straining deposit a thick, dirty looking 
sediment of a viscous nature that will not dis- 
solve on shaking; the solution too will quickly 
ferment, 

Fiour.—This is occasionally found as an 
adulteration in the powdered gum: but it 
is so easily detected, that we may express sur- 
prise at its use a8 an adulterant, for, as a gen- 
eral rule, adulterators are keen people. I have 
lately examined a commercial sample of gum 
arabic containing as much as 25percent of 
flour. The granules were easily distinguished 
by means of the microscope as those of wheat. 
It was but approximately estimated by the 
amount insoluble in cold water, the soluble 
portion being filtered off and the residue 
dried and weighed. Powdered gum, there- 
fore, whose decoction gives a blue coloration 
with iodine, when cold, should be immediately 
rejected, 

Dextrin or British gum is another adulte- 
rant, and.a more frequent one than the pre- 
ceding, owing to ite solubility in water form- 
ing a mucilaginous solution. It is not so 


This engine is provided with duplicate sets of 
condensing aparatus and a small brake, a 
counter, apparatus for taking diagrams, etc. 
Steam being raised from water in the boiler, 
a certain number of revolutions is got by the 
consumption of a given number of cubic feet 
of gas burned under the boiler to make steam. 
Everything else being left unaltered, steam is 
shut off and petroleum spirit pumped into the 
copper coils in the hot water in the boiler. The 
pressure of the stesm falls to thirty pounds 
from fifty pounds, that of the petroleum spir- 
it vapor generated in the coil becomes fifty 
pounds, and the engine is then run with it in- 
stead of steam, until the same number of cu- 
bic feet of gas has been burned. 

All the experiments made gave the same re- 
sults. The engine always made at least twice 
as many revolujions with the spirit as it did 
with the steam. In another experimental en- 
‘gine thespirit was pumped directly into the 
water into the boiler; the result was about the 
same—two to one in favor of the spirit; but it 
was also found that in all cases about twice as 
much spirit had to be vaporized per minute as 
water; that is to say, twice as large a feed 
pump was needed with thespirit as would suf- 
fice with the water. 
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Gum Arabic and its Substitutes.

The present scarcity of gum arabic, and its 
consequent high price, as well as its relative 
inferior quality, has led me to conduct these 
investigations in order to ascertain how far 
' the numerous substitutes that are constantly 
_ being thrust upon the notice of chemists ful- 
fil the requirements of a good gum. It isan 
oft quoted saying that “demand creates sup- 
ply;”’ but this is not always the case, as we can 
easily prove with respect to gum arabic. We 
cannot force nature to give an abundant in- 
_ crease of its resources, beyond the general avy- 
erage, and neither can we compel the disinter- 
ested to cultivate specially for our needs. If 
tnen the extensive demand for gum arabic 
cannot be supplied,because either the natural 
sources fail, or the natives neglect the culti- 
vation of the plant, or the collection of the 
gum, we must turn our attention to the ob- 
taining it from other sources. If this should 
prove a futile attempt, we must say, “is there 
nothing yet in commerce that will supply -its 
place?” “Nothing that nature produces in dis- 
' , tricts more accessible? These questions have 
been asked and answered in the affirmative, 
and to such an extent that owing to the nu- 
merous substitutes thrust upon us, we are at 
aloss to decide upon the one that is best 
adapted to replace a worthy, welland long 
tried article, the scarcity of which we must all 
regret. : 

Whilst nature is yielding her substitutes, 
scientists are not idle in their endeavor to pro- 
duce a substance artificially that will replace 
the natural product, and thus again prove that 
“science vies with nature tu supply our needs.” 
This self-allotted task is by no means easy of 
accomplishment; to give to a manufactured 
: product the characters and properties ofa 
5» complex organic drug, requires a close appli- 
cation to and careful study of science and art, 
as wellas an intimate acquaintance with the 
ideal article itself. 

Labor, with such an object in view is, how- 
ever, worthy of engaging attentior, and 
happy is the man who reaps his reward in suc- 
cess. 

It is my intention to-night briefly to refer to 
both methods of production, namely, the nat- 
ural and the artificial, and tc give you the re- 
sultsI have obtained in conducting a few ex- 
periments with the various substances already 
introduced, or about to be introduced, into the 
commercial world, as possessing the necessary 
qualities to make them useful in cases where 
gum is principally used at present. 

I must first make a brief reference to gum 
arabic itself,as we must know the nature of 
the drug for which we contend, and which has 
proved its superior value asa commodity in 
the arts tosuch an extent that it is worthy of 
imitation, One criterion of a good article is 
its numerous imitations. 

Gum arabic has been now used by man for 
several thousand years, on account of its mu- 
- @ilaginous nature, civilized and barbarous 
‘ nations alike resorting to it for suh purposes. 
It will therefore be hard to convince human- 
ity. that another substance is its superior or 
even equal, and can replace it; and it will have 
to be a very superior article that will stamp 
out the use of so firm a friend as acacia, or 
even to replace it, in so marked a degree as to 
render its present supply more than adequate 
for the purposes for which it is used. 

* .@um arabic must now be understood as a 
Mame of very wide meaning, embracing a 
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readily detected if it is pure enough not to 
give the starch reaction, but it reduces Fehl- 
ing’s solution much more readily and witha 
more copious precipitate of cuprous oxide 
than does gum, 

I have here a sample of so-called gum which 
contains dextrin in a considerable amount, and 
gives, too, a slight starch reaction. It was 
given to me by a dispenser who suspected it, 
because he found that it would not form an 
emulsion that was at all elegant in appear- 
ance, being ofa bad color and soon separat- 
ing. You will observe that it is dirty-looking, 
and to the touch is very different to gum ara- 
bic of good quality. It gave avery copious 
precipitate with alkaline cupric tartrate. I 
therefore, on finding this to be the case, em- 
ployed a test recommended by Dr. Hager, 
with the inference that dextrin was there in 
abundance. The following is the test: The re- 
agent, composed of a mixture of ferric chlo- 
ride solution, potassium ferrocyanide and di- 
lute hydroehloric acid, is added to a little 20 
per cent solution of the suspected gum, when, 
if pure, a clear yellow viscous liquid is formed, 
which remains unaltered several hours, but if 
dextrin is present the yellow color changes 
either at once, or in the course of an hour, and 
after twoor three hours acquires a distinct 
blue coloration. 

Ihave not yet found gum arabic in tears, 
however small, to be adulterated with dex- 
trine granules, though such an adulteration 
has been practiced. 

Gelatine.—This is a peculiar substance with 
which to adulterate gum, and one which I 
think is not much used. A sample I had 
brought before my notice some time ago was 
adulterated with 15 per cent. of gelatine care- 
fully prepared in little rounded pieces made 
to resemble tears of gum, and which in a 
sample of sorts would, as did this, easily pass 
unobserved by anyone not on the qui vive for 
suspicious articles. This would, however, 
soon be detected when endeavoring to make 
a mucilage, owing to its insolubility in cold 
water. Such adulterations prove the great 
necessity of all of us possessing a fair knowl- 
edge of materia medica before being actually 
qualified for business; and still more the 
necessity of keeping up and applying the 
knowledge gained in every-day observation. 
“A little knowledge well applied is of more 
value than a whole library of dusty books.” 


NATURAL SUBSTITUTES, 


Of these I need say but very little, as a pa- 
per has already appeared in the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Journal, April 14, 1888, dealing with the 
chief of these, that are now in commerce, 
namely, glassy amrad, East Indian amrad, 
pale amrad, oomra whatti and ghatti. I have 
on the table samples of amrad, East Indian 
and ghatti. Of these the latter is by far the 
best adapted to supply the place of gum 
acacia, as it will form a very adhesive muci- 
lage, stronger than that from ordinary gum. 
Emulsions made with it are quite white, per- 
manent, and equal in all respects to those 
made from picked gum. I find that the best 
proportions for making a muicilage of this 
gum having about the same viscosity as acacia 
mucilage, is to double the amount of water 
ordered officially for the preparation of the 
latter. Thus: Dissolve 3 parts of ghattiin 8 
parts of distilled water. 

Another gum used in India by dyers and 
calico printers as a vehicle for colors, and 
which might with advantage be introduced 
into England for that purpose,is one obtained 
from Angeissus latafolia, which with the na- 
tives goes by the name of dhaura,aad by them 
is considered to be superior to gum arabic, 
such as they obtain from accacia arabica. It 
is in high repute amongst the calico printers 
of Lucknow, its chief use with them being for 
dying with turmeric, although they still pre- 
fer gum arabic in combination with madder. 
Dr. Watts, in the “Economic Products of In- 
dia,’ describes it as occurring in “clean straw- 
colored or even brown, from impurities, near- 
ly alway mixed with bark of the tree, sand 
and other impurities, and brown tears prob- 
ably derived from other sources.” As an ad- 
hesive gum it isinferior to guia arabic, Its 
impurities, and the fact that it contains tan- 
nin, excludes its use from pharmacy. It 
might nevertheless still be used in place of 
gum arabic in the arts, especially as it is su- 
perior for such purposes to British gum. 


ARTCFICIAL SUBSTITUTES, 


There are several of these that will no doubt 
gain a commercial reputation, and most assur- 
edly will be largely used to replace gum for 
purposes outside pharmacy; but to usas chem- 
ists it remains to ascertain how far our wants 
can be supplied, and to what extent we may 
employ artificial preparations, It will be re- 
quired of them, that they shall pe chemically 
pure, contain noinjurious ingredient, not lia- 
ble to quick decomposition, easily soluble in 
cold water, compatible with the commoner 
drugs dispensed with them, pulverizable when 
necess .ry without undergoing change of pro- 
perties, have no injurious therapeutical ac- 
tion, besides possessing several other recom- 
mendations, before conservative pharmacists 
will employ them in their businéss, and before 
they will be allowed to be used “By Authori- 
ty.” 

Science, however, never says fail, and “what 
is an impossibility to-day, becomes an accom- 
plished fact to-morrow,” either by ardent 
study, or a lueky blunder. ' 

Of these artificial substitutes, I have been 








able to investigate but two, and will now giye 
my opinion of their relative value, based up- 
on the general knowledge I have gained from 
these experiments, and from what has been 
furnished me by the inventors. 

Algin.—This substance, which was discoy. 
ered several years ago by Stanford, deserveg q 
prominent position amongst the artificial sup. 
stitutes for acacia, and it only needs to be 
more fully known in order to supply the place 
of gum to a very considerable degree. But so 
faras its use pharmaceutically goes, I am 
somewhat disappointed in my results. In 
other respects, however, it can so largely re. 
place gum arabic that it will permit of the 
latter being more confined to use in pharm. 
acy. 

Algin is a constituent of many species of 
alge. It is obtained from them as follows:— 
Wash out all the soluble salts with fresh 
water, these being reserved for the manufac. 
ture of iodine, algin remaining insoluble. The 
residue is then macerated in a cold solution of 
normal carbonate of soda for twenty-four 
hours, in order that it may become thorough. 
ly disintegrated and form a salt with the sodi- 
um, which is now soluble in cold water; the 
result is a gelatinous mass, which may be heat- 
ed gently to make a solution of the algin; the 
mixture must then be strained, diluting it, if 
necessary, to prevent in again gelatinizing. 

The strained solution contains besides the 
algin, the other natural constituents of the 
algee not previously removed by washing, such 
as mucilage and dextrin. On the addition of 
hydrochloric or sulphuric acid, alginic acid is 
thrown down by a decomposition of the sodi- 
um salt. This is then bleached in the ordinary 
way and pressed into sheets or cakes. This 
peculiar organic acid will form salts with most 
of the metals. 

It is made into the ordinary algin-gelatinous 
sheets by digesting in a solution of sodium 
normal carbonate evaporating toa thick vis- 
cid liquid, aud painting upon warm plates to 
dry and scale in the usual manner employed 
for other scale compounds. 

Other sorts of alginic acids are made in a 
similar way. 

Stanford, ina paper before the Society of 
Chemical Industry, describing the various al- 
gins, gives the following as the formula of 
the sodium salt. 

Na,C;.H7z;N20a9. This salt possesses a feeble 
acid reaction, and hence it may be assumed 
that a neutral salt would require six of the 
sodium in combination with this complicated 
acidulous radicle. 

The ultimate analysis of alginic acid proves 
the following percentage composition:—

The algins recommended as substitu es for 
gum arabic, pharmaceutically and for other 
purposes, are the sodium and ammonium algi- 
nates, which are easily made from the insolu- 
ble alginic acid by neutralizing with the res- 
pective carbonates, as before detailed. These 
two alginates are readily soluble in hot water, 
and, after some time, completely soluble in 
cold water, forming a gelatinous mucilage, 
that from the ammonium salt being much 
darker in color, 

I have found that in making a mucilage for 
ordinary purposes, and one possessing @ vis- 
cosity exceeding that of acacia, 12 grains of 
the algin dissolved in an ounce of cold distill- 
ed water is quite sufficient. If much beyond 
these quantities are used, instead of a muci- 
lage, a jelly is the result, The sodium algia 
mucilage possesses a very faint saline taste 
is bright in color, perfectly transparent, and 
free from odor, The ammonium algin muci- 
lage is not so satisfactory. It is very dark in 
color, quite brown, not quite transparent and 
possesses a distinct saline taste which makes 
it somewhat objectionable; it is free from 
odor. 

These mucilages more closely resemble pec- 
tin than acacia in their viscosity and general 
characters. One great drawback to their use 
in medicine ig their incompatibility with 80 
many of the salts and the mineral acids. They 
are incompatible with hydrochloric and sult 
phuric acids, alcohol, the salts of calcium Dif, , 
muth, iron, copper and lead.--Phar. Jout. #

There has been an unusually Jarge 
consuming demand this season, and the old 
crop is about exhausted. London and Ham- 
burg are bare, while here there is a very 
small supply, which is closely controlled, 
there being only two or three holders.

Cel- 
ery seed is lower, 1044@10}4¢c having been ac- 
cepted in a jobbing way.

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prove the assertion, though it is cor- 


roborated, to some extent, by the fact 
that purchases are said to have been 
made here for American account on the 
strength of the supposed loss of the vessel re- 
ferred to. In London, the principal market, 
the first-hand stock at the commencement of 
the current month was only 2,310 packages, 
which is considerably below the average of re- 
cent years, but which in itself would not war- 
rant the strong advance, seeing that in Feb- 
ruary, when there were only 1,801 packages in 
our warehouses, Japan camphor was only 
worth about 87s 6d per cwt., while the chief 
annual period of consumption was then ap- 
proaching, and is now behind us. Then there 
is an elaborate report in circulation to the ef- 
fect that about three years ago, business in 
Japan being in a very depressed condition, the 
Japanese government gave permission to the 
“out o’ works” to collect camphor as an alter- 
native to “throwing themselves upon the par- 
ish,”’ or its Japanese equivalent. These des- 
titute Japs, with an enthusiasm for hard work 
unheard of among their fellows nearer 
home, are said to have wrought such havoc in 
the camphor forests that the government have 
been compelled to step in, and forcibly 
prevent the further destruction of 
the camphor laurels. We are not at 
all desirous of casting doubt upon the 
accuracy of this story, in fact we are rather 
inclined to believe that. it has at least a basis 
of truth, and it is certainly supported by the 
Japanese official export statistics, and by the 
fact that, as we pointed out before, the pre- 
sent advance has originated in the East and 
not here. But until the report is undeniably 
authenticated, it will be well not to rely upon 
it altogether as a ground for making purchas- 
esatthe present quotations. The improve- 
ment in the Eastern exchanges and the rise in 
freights are more solid reasons for the rise, the 
latter particularly so, because a bulk article 
like camphor must be among the first to be in- 
fluenced by the carriage rates. It appears 
from the official Japanese statistics, that last 
year the shipments of camphor from Japan 
reached the total of 64,781 plculs, which is far 
in excessofany previous year. Of this quan- 
tity nearly one-third went direct to the Unit- 
ed States, and that country must also have re- 
ceived a heavy share directly via China or 
Great Britain. In 1886 the shipments to the 
United States were also very large. These 
Japanese statistics are corroborated by the 
customs’ returns of the United States, which 
show that in 1887 2,857,222 lbs., and in 1886 2,779,- 
719 lbs., of crude camphor were imported into 
that country, and these facts are quite out of 
consonance with the assertion that at present 
there is scarcely any stock of crude camphor 
left in the States. No one has heard of any 
sudden enormous increase in the consumption 
efcamphor in America, no quantity worth 
speaking of has b.en re-exported from the 
States; what then, we would like to know, has 
become of the enormous imports? Until this 
point ie cleared up, we may be excused for 
looking with some suspicion on these emphatic 
denials of the existence of stock in the States. 
The Japanese export statistics which we print 
have been supplied to us directly from statis- 
tics in the possession of the Imperial Bureau 
of Customs, and printed by the official press in 
Tokio. They may therefore be relied upon as 
absolutely accurate, notwithstanding the fact 
that they differ materially from all the re- 
turns hitherto published in Europe, and from 
those given in the reports of British and for- 
eign consulsin Japan. The official returns 
show that the price fluctuations in Europe are 
usually quite independent of the shipments 
from Japan, and that, so far as the latter are 
concerned, there is a pronounced tendency to 
expansion, which, unless checked, will cer- 
tainly favor very low rather than exception- 
ally high rates; for it is well known that Japan 
camphor now entirely dominates the market. 
The island of Formosa, from where the bulk 
of the Chinese camphor is obtained, furn- 
ishes only an average yield of some 12,000 
piculs yearly, not more than one-fourth or 
one-fifth of the Japanese production, and may 
therefore be treated, if not as a quantite neg- 
ligeable, at least as of minor importance. 
Camphor, we may add by the way, is at pres- 
ent exported from four ports in Japan, viz., 
Kobe, Nagasaki, Osaka, and Yokahama, the 
former two being the most important, and it 
appears that the unreliability of the export 
figures at present current in Europe arises 
from the fact that in each of them only one 
or two of these ports have been taken into 
account. We gather from the returns in our 
possession that there is an export duty, or 
some tax equivalent to it, upon the article, 
for on the value of 1,130,506 yen exported in 
1887, 37,367 yen, or about 33¢ per cent., duty 
were levied. To return to our review of the 
present position of the article, we believe that 
all the available evidence shows the future of 
camphor to be a strong one, for there is no 
doubt that the enormous quantities recently 
exported must have been obtained at the cost 
of large tracts of forest, and as the camphor 
laurel is a tree of extremely slow growth, any 
thinning of the supply is bound to tell before 
long. Nevertheless, it seems doubtful whether 
a rise of 20 per cent. in a few weeks, and at the 
approach of winter, is quite justified, and we 
are rather disinclined to place reliance upon 
American reports, founding bullish views 
upon the absence of supply in the United 
Btates,

The Fluctuations in Camphor. 


In a review of the camphor market, the 
London Chemist and Druggist says: Within 
the past few weeks the camphor market has 
been in a very sensitive condition, .and the 
price of the crude article has advanced fully 
®percent. There is nothing very unusual in 
sucharise, for within the last decade there 
have been at least five similar occurrences, 
quickly followed in each instance by a fall 
which generally left the article in the same, 
or even a worse, position as before the boom; 
but a somewhat uncommon factor in the 
present disturbance is the circumstance that 
the initiative appears to have come, not from 
speculators in Europe, but from operators in 
Japan and Hong Kong, and that the European 
and American markets have simply followed 
the lead of the mark:ts in the producing 
countries. On the present occasion also the 
quotation for refined camphor has advanced 
proportionately quite as much as that of the 
erude product, another circumstance not in 
accord with the general experience that 
refined camphor remains unaffected, or is 
only slightly influenced by a rise in the raw 
material. The readiness with which refiners 
have this month responded to the upward 
wave may be due to a belief on their part that 
the movement really rests upon a solid foun- 
dation, and that higher prices are likely to rule 
fora prolonged period, while they only hold 
small stocks of crude camphor to meet the im- 
proved market; oc they may have followed 
suit so readily and successfully because they 
are at the present time less exposed to ruinous 
competition among themselves than they were 
informer years, and their position is conse- 
quently one of greater independence, an ex- 
planation which appears to us to be the most 
reasonable of the two. But there is no ground 
for disbelieving that the price of refined cam- 
phor has been, for whatever reason, abnorm- 
ally low as compared with the cost of the raw 
Materia],and it should therefore cause no sur- 
prise if any further advance in the crude ar- 
ticle is promptly followed by at least a corres- 
ponding rise in the refiners’ quotations. 

On three occasions only within the last 12 
yearshas the price of crude camphor been 
higher than at present, and it therefore must 
beavery hazardous proceeding to purchase 
at the present quotations any supply in excess 
of actual requirements. Among the princi- 
Pal reasons given in support of the view that 
we have now entered upon acycle of consid- 
erably higher rates than have prevailed with- 
in the last six or seven years are, in the first 
Place, the statistical position of the article in 

onand America, next the general im- 
Provement of prices for most commodities, 
the more favorable state of the Eastern ex- 
changes,the rise in freights, and finally a num- 
ber of what we may call “fancy arguments,” 
such as the loss of a vessel laden with cam- 
Phor, the enactment of laws against the fell- 
ing of trees in Japan,etc. The ship which has 
thus-been pressed into the service of the 
ilarmists is the General Domville, which left 
Japan in April last for the United States, and 
hasnot since been heard of. She is said to 
have carried about 3,500 tubs of camphor, 
which after all would represent only about 5 
Percent of the total of last year’s exports 
from Japan, and ought not, therefore, to cre- 
ate more than an ephemeral impression upon 
the market.

The German Potash Industry. 


The Chemiker Zeitung says:—As we have al-. 
ready informed our readers in - our last issue, 
proposals are at present under consideration 
forthe continuance of the arrangement ar- 
rived at by the German potash manufacturers 
two yeargsgo, which expires on the 3lst ef 
December, We learn upon good authority 
that at all events two different firms have giv- 
en notice of withdrawal from the existing 
convention on the first of January, 1889. Both 
of these ficms, which make potash from beet- 
ash, propose te increase their production dur- 
ing 1889 in gpite of the’.dull business of 1888, In 
addition to this, it must be borne in mind that 
two new potash works in Leopoldshall and 
Griesheim will commence operations during 
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next year. In spite of this, however. the ma- 
jority of the members of the convention de. 
sire to continue the present arrangement on 
the old. footing. Although it is impossible to 
see whether the negotiations in question will 
lead to the wished for result, it may, accord- 
ing to our informaht; be~ taken for granted 
that noconsiderable reduction of the present 
prices will be made in the home market, even 
if the agreement between the manufacturers 
be entirely done away with. As long asthe 
German potash industry is dependant on the 
foreign market for the consumption of its 
produce and has to content itself with such 
unprofitable prices, it ‘will not be in a condi- 
tion to make similar heavy sacrifices on its 
home sale, or to infringe to any important ex- 
tent in the narrow margin of profit left by the 
quotations now ruling. ‘The manufacturers 
will therefore rather move in the direction of 
lessening their production than of lowering 
their prices, if the home demand should prove 
unequal to that portion of their total produc- 
tion which is intended for this market. 

Kuhlows Trade Review also says: From Leo- 
poldshall we are informed that the potash 
manufacturers have drawn up a cgnvention 
for chloride of magnesium. The orders re- 
ceived by the syndicate of muriate of potassi- 
um manufacturers are so large, that the 
agreed supply of*10,000 ctrs per day proves far 
too small, so that the limit will have to be 
further extended. 
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Ultramarine by the Wet Method.* 


BY F. KNAPP. 

The facts presented in a previqus article 
upon an ultramarine-like blue, by the 7 
method, lead to the rollowing result: 

The compounds from which this blue sia! 
be produced by treatment with liver of sul- 
phur or a mixture of sodium carbonate and 
sulphur, may vary very much both in their 
quantitative and qualitative composition. 
The blue may be produced witn natura] clay. 
and with artificial compounds of alumina and 
silica in different proportions obtained by 
precipitation; it is developed when aluminium 
‘silicate is replaced by the borate; finally it 
may be formed with other bodies of an en- 
tirely different nature, which cannot be 
brought into any relation with the men- 
tioned compounds, and which bear no analogy 
to them, such as tribasic calcium phosphate. 
In a word, a definite ¢hémical composition, or 
a definite chemical structure of the bodies 
employed, is not necessary for the production 
of this blue;-it ig sufficient for the preparation 
of this color to ave the material used in a 
molecular condition, -whicn.will insure the 
penetration of the mass by the active re- 
agents. 

In opposition to these numereus changes, 
we have in all phasés of the formativa.of this 
blue, as an indispensib& constant requige- 
ment, the presence of sodium’ sulphide, the 
liver of sulphur, that product consisting of

SODIUM LIVER OF SULPHUR. 
As appears from the well known investiga- 
of Schoene, Von Boettger, and others, 
“ehemical composition of the products 
known as liver of sulphur varies very much 
according to the method of preparation, the 
wet or the dry, whether in a closed crucible 
or in an atmosphere of carbon dioxide. 
In the matter of the formation of ultra- 
marine blue, the principal interest is not so 
much in the chemical constitution, as in the 
peculiar behavior of the liver of sulphur ob- 
tained by melting at a high temperature. 
’ When a mixture of equal parts of sodium 
carbonate and sulphur is melted in the ordi- 
nary manner in a porcelain crucible at a tem- 
perature which is just sufficiently high (which 
may be attained with a common Bunsen 
burner), a@large quantity of carbon dioxide 
and sulphur escapes, until after a time the 
mass melts quietly. If the mass is now poured 
out, the liver of sulphur formed will appear 
as a uniform deep black melt, having a luster 
like pitch, and on solidifying a very hygro- 
scopic, amorphous melt is obtained having a 
conchoidal fracture, and a brown color with a 
distinct green tinge. 

Phe méit which remains with just sufficient 
heat after the evolution of carbon dioxide and 
sulphur vapor has entirely ceased, is nota 
final product. When heated to a gradually 
increased temperature to a certain point, it 
again gives off sulphur, and then becomes less 
fluid and begins to solidify. A mixture of 

Gual parts of sodium carbonate and sulphur 
wi melted in a porcelain crucible yields 
about 70 per cent of its weight of liver of sul- 
phur. ‘As it is difficult to regulate the temper- 
ature and prevent access of air to the melt in 
this method, the yield is very variable, so that 
the process is not well adapted for the quanti- 
tative determination of the phenomenon of a 
secondary separation of sulphur. This may, 
however, be effected without any particular 
difficulty in the following manner: 1°5 gms.

goived in water. The concentrated solution, 
qhen saturated or nearly saturated, after 
freely shaking always appears dark green in 
refiected light, with a brownish tinge. The 
green color is due to the presence of a finely 
divided body suspended in the solution, which 
deep black in transmitted light, and 
n in the red or yellowish red solution. 
From the concentrated solution it separates 
with difficulty and imperfectly, but from di- 
jute solutions it separates completely as a floc- 
ulent precipitate, having little weight, and 
volume, scarcely covering the bottom of the 
yessel and also ofa black color.

suddenly changes to greyish yellow, and then 
consists essentially of ordinary yellow sulphur. 
It will not keep in dilute solutions.and cannot 
beobtained by decantation in its original 
If however, the decantation is inter- 
rupted just before the critical state of dilu- 
tion is reached, the precipitate allo wed to set- 
tle, the lye poured off as well as possible and 
the remainder with the precipitate boiled 
jrith potassium cyanide, which takes up the 
ferrous sulphide, the black pricipitate can be 
separated without decomposition by further 
decantation or filtration. 
88 BLACK PRECIPITATE FROM LIVER OF SUL- 
PHUR. 

All sulphur, but particularly flowers of sul- 
phur contains detectable quantities of iron: 
hydrocbloric acid removes it, but only par- 
tially, namely as far as it is accessible and not 
enclosed by the particlesof sulphur. Accord- 
ing as the sulphur has previously been treated 
with hydrochloric acid .or not., the iron 
will totally or partially enter the liver of sul- 
phur, The separation of a black precipitate 
on dissolving it in water, therefore is not re- 
markable. A considerable portion of this 
precipitate, howevsr, resists the repeated 
treatment with potassium cyanide. The pre- 
¢ipitate freed from ferrous sulphide wh ch 
at first was so unstable, is now exceedingly 
permanent, and remains unchanged in dilute 
solutions of liver of sulphur, and in water, 
with or without the access. of air. It also re- 
sists the action of powerful reagents. After 
treatment with potassium cyanide, as before 
ithas the appearance of a black slime, and 
after washing and drying it forms a delicate 
black powder* 

Viewed under the microscope in this con- 
dition, the particles which are in a proper 
position for reflecting the light, show a bright 
light metallic luster, similar in color to anti- 
mony’ After standing under water for a long 
time the body acquires a more granular struc- 
ture; but even then a crystailine structure 
is hot perceptible. 

The black body is insoluble in alcohol, ether, 
carbon disulphide, and in oils, even at 200° C. 
In a shallow dish, it suddenly becomes mobile 
like a liquid, when heated to just below visi- 
blered heat, having the appearance of gypsum 
when heated, the black powder is raised from 
the bottom of the dish, with a very percepti- 
ble evolution of sulphurous acid. When the 
temperature reaches a redfheat,the body,takes 
fire, aad burns with a luminous flame. Heated 
fur several hours to the highest temperature 
of a Bunsen burner, in a glass tuhe, sealed at 
the lower end, the black body shows no change 
except that possibly in the upper cold portion 
of the tube a faint sublimate of sulphur (from 
the sodium sulphide in the solution) forms. 
Heated before the blast lamp until the glass 
tube begins to fuse at a yellow heat, the re- 
sultisthesame. The black body, provided 
the access of air is limited, is permanent, and 
not volatile at any temperature. It does not 
soften before the blast lamp, ard always re- 
tains its lose pulverulent condition. 

It not only resists physical forces, but it also 
Offers a remarkable resistance to chemical 
forces. Boiling solutions of potassium and 
#0odium hydroxide do not attack it. It is insol- 
uble in hydrochloric, sulphuric and nitric 
acids (even when potassium chiorate is added 
% the latter), also in nitro-hydrochloric acid. 
Itisdecomposed by melting with potassium 
carbonate, easily by melting with sodium hy- 
droxide and sodium nitrate. The aqueous 
solution of the melt gives an abundant precip- 
itate with barium chloride. 


: BLACK SULPHUR, 

The black precipitate is the coloring princi- 
ple of the liver of sulphur. From its conver- 
sion in the presence of ferrous sulphide, into 
yellow sulphur, from the fact that on fusing 
with sodium hydroxide and potassium hydrox- 
ide it ig converted into sulphuric acid as well as 
trom the fact that it burns without a residue. 
itis evident that it is sulphur. It is the same 

modification which was first observed 
by Magmus in 1864. 

Black sulphur always makes its appearance 
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when yellow sulphur is burnt for some time, 
showing itself ina few black spots. This is 
natural, for the conditions under which it is 
formed, exist in these cases only transiently, 
and to a subordinate degree, The 
essential requirement 
action of a high temperature, much 
above the boiling point of the sulphur. When 
a small grain of sulphur is dropped upon a 
heated crucible cover, a black stain, generally 
in the form of a circle, regularly remains 
after the sulphur is volatilized. The forma- 
tion of black sulphur is much facilitated by 
the presence of bodies to which it adher s by 
surface attraction. As Mitecherlich has al- 
ready shown, the addition of 1 to 2 hundred- 
thousandths part of oil, dissolved in ether and 
added to the sulphur, is sufficient to consider- 
ably increase the yield, simply by the inde- 
terminable quantity of carbon which it 
leaves. Sulphur oiled in this way in compara- 
tive experiments was in one case thrown into 
the crucible at once, and in another succes- 
sively in small portions, to prevent the cooling 
of the crucible. The yield in the second case 
was 244 to 3 times greater than in the first, for 
the sulphur then has greater contact with the 
crucible surface. 

In addition to carbon, platinum and metal- 
lic sulphides, particularly, retain the black 
sulphur by surface attraction. Above all it is 
the ferrous sulphide, which one might say, 
fairly imprisons it. The so-called Spence 
metal, made by fusing together ferrous sul- 
phide and sulphur, is nothing more than the 
result of such an imprisonment of black sul- 
phur in the sulphide, probably containing also 
some yellow sulphur, a mixture which melts 
below 200° C. When the ferrous sulphide is 
removed from the finely pulverized Spence 
metals, by treatment with acid or potassium 
cyanide, there remains a black pulverulent 
residue, which in appearance and behavior is 
identical with the black sulphur. 

In the formation of the black sulphur, ac- 
cording to the various described methods 
(from sodium liver of sulphur, according to 
Magnus, in Spence metal), it always occurs in 
finely granulated compact masses or scales, 
which are perfectly opaque and therefore of a 
deep black color in transmitted light. In 
immeasurably thin layers it is transparent 
and of a rich blue color. The same rich color 
is also shown by black sulphur, when it finds 
an opportunity to dissolve in colorless sol- 
vents. This optical behavior is especially 
shown in the following phenoma. 

In superheated ammonia sulphocyanide sul- 
phur is liberated by dissociation, and on ac- 
count of the high temperature in the black 
modification. This immediately forms a blue 
solution with the flery fluid potassium cyan- 
ide. 
Here also belongs the phenomenon of the 
rich blue coloration of borax with, sodium 
sulphide. Inthe fused borax, i. ¢., ata high 
temperature, the decomposed boric acid 
liberates 3ulphur in the black modifi- 
cation, which then dissolves in the borax, 
a highly favorable menstruum, with a beauti- 
ful blue color. Another very instructive case, 
the simplest ofa blue coloration with ordi- 
nary sulphur, is the following; Calcined sodi- 
um chloride is fused in a crucible until it 
forms a clear fluid; then small pieces of sul- 
phur are added, eo as not to solidify the melt; 
the sulphur immediately forms a black drop, 
which with a violent motion soon divides iteelf 
as a black turbidity throughout the fused 
salt, and disappears entirely on continued 
heating, after some time. If the melt is 
poured out before this point is reached, the 
salt solidifies toa greyish-black mass. If it is 
not poured out untilafter the fusion has be- 
come clear, the salt solidifies to a fine, light 
blue, transparent mass. Light biue, because 
the salt cannot dissolve the black sulphur to 
the same extent as potassiumcyanide. Potas- 
sium chloride behaves like sodium chloride; 
sodium sulphate is colored in the same man- 
ner, even better, but it produces much sodium 
sulphide at the same time. 

If small pieces of yellow sulphur are thrown 
into a uniformly heated platinum crucible, all 
the phases of the conversion of the sulphur 
are instantly perceptible; where the piece 
strikes it formsa rapidly disappearing black 
drop, which leaves a black crust, while the ris- 
ing brown vapor of the sulphur settles on the 
hot sides of the crucible as a bright blue stain. 
Upon the heated porcelain cover only black 
stains are produced, never biue, because the 
sur ace attraction of the porcelain is too 
small to precipitate the brown vapor of sul- 
phur blue, like the more powerful attraction 
of platinum. In a similar manner precipitated 
lead sulphide or native galena is colored blue, 
generally very fine and brilliant, when heated 
in an atmosphere of hydrogen to prevent oxi- 
dation, and brought in contact with sulphur. 
By passing sulphurous acid, sulphuric anby- 
dride or hydrochloric acid through a tube 
containing galena, the blue color isalso pro- 


not much above the boiling point of water, is 
sufficient. 

On entering the silver refinery at Lauten- 
thal, in the Hara, one isstruck by the ultrama- 
rine blue which is spread upon ali metallurgical 
products, tools and kettles. Fhe. color 
on a lead basis, but only, ‘upon; 
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silver refining process, namely, when the 
lead, which has already been freed from lith- 
arge is mixed with the necessary quantity of 
zinc at a temperature far above the melting 
point. After the molten mass comes to rest, 
the bright metallic surface shows a play of 
colors, which passes through red and violet to 
adeep blue. The blue film then remains per- 
manent. From the surface of the lead bath 
thin sheets of lead can then be drawn, upon 
the surface of which the color rests. Immedi- 
ately after removing this layer the play of col- 
ors and the blue is developed on the exposed 
surface and this may be indefinitely repeated. 
In other silver refineries this blue coloration 
is hardly known. The blue sheets of lead, when 
melted with borax, color it greyish black and 
in some places pale blue. 

Heated ina tube filled with hydrogen, hy- 
drogen sulphide was evolved and the metal be- 
came bright. ‘The blue coating, which has not 
not yet been metallurgically explained, there- 
fore may probably consist of a thin transpar- 
ent film of black sulphur. 

The black precipitate which forms when liv- 


er of sulphur is dissolved, in reality is not so 


perfectly black as it.appears. The finest parti- 
cles, although only to a slight extent, are 
translucent at the edges and blue in color. 


Particles rest between and above others and 


possess too much body and consequently ap- 
pear black. These black particles naturally 
give out no light, which, in passing through 
the finest particles appear blue. The condi- 
immediately 
changed when by the addition of colorless 
bodies intermediate layers which reflect the 
light are produced. A further proof that the 
black precipitate is the colortng principle of 
the liver of sulphur, is the fact that when it is 
rubbed up with gelatinous silica or alumina, 
blue masses having a greater or less greyish 
tinge are obtained. When the black precipi- 
tate is used directly as it is obtained from the 
liver of sulphur and mixed with the jelly, a grey 
product, with a distinctly blue tinge is ob- 
tained. The grey color is due to the coarse 
and opaque particles, while the blue color re- 
sults from the action of the fine transparent 
particles. Unfortunately the latter are too 
sparingly present. When the eye is assisted 
the product upon _ yellow 
wood, etc., the blue color becomes 
in specimens which 
previously appeared only grey. If it were 
possible to grind the black sulphur to such a 
degree of fineness, as is required for transpar- 
ency, for which it is not howeveradapted, the 
grey producing particles would be entirely 
converted into the finest and transparent.
